Schaumburg Consumer Fraud Office Earns Its Keep 


by PAT GERLACH 


In two years a steady flow of com- 


plaints has turned Schaumburg's local 
bureau of the Illinois Consumer Fraud 
Division into one of the few self-sustain- 
ing suburban offices of its type. 


Operated by Joseph F. Greco, an attor- 


ney who resides in the village, the bu- 
reau occupies whatever available space 
exists in the Great Hall each Saturday. 


However, soon village officials will 


provide permanent quarters for Greco 
and the bureau in Jennings House Youth 
Center, a building used until last month 
for park district offices and recreation 
space. 


The Schaumburg office handles com- 


plaints from an area bounded by Elgin 
on the west, Arlington Heights on the 
east and Glendale Heights on the south. 


Many complaints handled by the local 


bureau are of a seasonal nature, and in- 
volve problems with home improvement 
firms, landscapers and furnace repair 
ami servicing operations, Greco reports. 


IN CONTRAST TO a number of other 


bureaus, Schaumburg's complaints con- 
sist primarily of problems involving 
large dollar items, which Greco de- 
scribes as costing $300 and over. A sim- 
ilar office has operated at 901 Wellington 
Ave., Elk Grove Village since Aug. 1970. 


Furniture purchases and auto warran- 


ty and guarantee difficulties are exam- 
ples of consumer problems frequently 
brought to Greco's attention. 


He pointed out, however, that automo- 


bile problems handled locally involve 
new vehicles in contrast to the greater 
number of used car cases processed by 
city bureaus. 


Since its opening in February 1970, 


Schaumburg's consumer fraud office has 
been 
involved hi one criminal in- 


vestigation and a subsequent conviction. 


That case involved a carpet salesman 


w h o , according to Greco, "bilked 
Schaumburg residents of $1,400." 


THE SALESMAN was apprehended in 


Will County, where he was serving sen- 
tence and placed on probation after he 
agreed to repay local customers. 


A portion of the money was paid back 


to Schaumburg residents 
before the 


salesman apparently "skipped" to anoth- 
er state, Greco said. 


Greco became associated with the Illi- 


nois Consumer Fraud Division while 
completing his senior year in law school, 
and at that time handled Northwest sub- 
urban complaints. 


Later, when he moved to Schaumburg, 


divisional representatives suggested the 


village as an ideal place in which to lo- 
cate a satellite office. 


HE SAID THAT Mayor Robert 0. At- 


cher and Police Chief Martin J. Conroy 
were both instrumental in and enthusias- 
tic about formation of the local bureau. 


"I came in here with nothing but my 


briefcase and have relied largely on the 
generosity of the village officials and po- 
lice department for providing space, per- 
mitting me to use their copying machine 
and a very great amount of general sup- 
port," Greco said. 


While Greco volunteers his time each 


Saturday from 10 a.m. until the weekly 
flow of personal or written complaints 
are handled, he receives $2 hourly reim- 
bursement from the division. 


"This just about pays my postage ex-

Time For End 
Of Separation 
In Village? 


by HARRY WEINER 


In many ways Elk Grove Village is 


really two entities. 


On the one side there is Elk Grove Vil- 


lage — residential, home to about 25,000 
persons, most of whom work outside the 
village. 


On the other side is Elk Grove Village 


— industrial, home of the Centex Indus- 
trial Park, employers of more than 
20,000 workers, most of whom Live out- 
side the village. 


Separated symbolically and physically 


by the high power lines running down the 
middle of Tonne Road, the two are con- 
nected more by their common inclusion 
within the legal limits of the village than 
anything else. 


But Thomas Fulrath thinks it is time 


for an end to the separation, and as pres- 
ident of the Elk Grove Village Associ- 
ation of Industry and Commerce, is 
working to do something about it. 


"WE'RE TRYING to create a partner- 


ship with the village government to 
make the community a better place," 
says Fulrath, who is also president of the 
Ampex Corp. "We're trying to continue 
the trend started last year toward a 
closer relationship between the village 
and to expand association services to the 
village." 


As head of the association since Febru- 


ary, Fulrath sees the organization's role 
as related more to promotion of the over- 
all community rather than limited to the 
commercial and business community. 


"I think the day has arrived when 


business and industry are becoming 
more interested in the entire commu- 
nity," he says. "It's a new era in con- 
trast to the old-time view that only one's 
own business mattered. 


"Industry is taking the broader view 


as far as community and social problems 
are concerned. There is less tendency 
now to just run your business and be 
oblivious to social problems." 


As an example of this attitude, Fulrath 


notes that the association is trying to 
help the village by offering whatever ex- 
pertise it may have in any area to the 
village. Such help may be provided in 
areas as diverse as analyzing sanitary 
sewer systems to aiding the school sys- 
tem's financial problems. 


"IF THERE HAD BEEN businessmen 


involved in the operation of schools, per- 
haps we wouldn't be seeing the financial 
waste to the degree we do," he says. 


With almost 300 representatives of the 


business community as its members, the 
association obviously is a powerful force 
and Fulrath admits that the organization 
is not adverse to stating its position on 
village issues. 


"Since we are the biggest taxpayer in 


the village, we make known our position 
on issues," he says. "Our real purpose, 
of course, is to improve the business cli- 
mate. But we're attacking it in a little 
different way — we're not necessarily 
partisan in our representation of busi- 
ness." 


Fulrath notes that the organization has 


been attempting to work closely with the 
village government, conferring often on 
joint problems and village policies which 
affect the business and industrial com- 
munity. 


CURRENTLY, THE association .presi-

The Illinois Insurance Industry was in- 


volved in a head-on collision with the 
State Supreme Court on Monday. The 
victim in this incident is the state's 
fledglhig no-fault insurance program in- 
augurated Jan. 1 of this year. 


Reaction from local insurance agents 


ranged from confusion to downright dis- 
gust. At the Robert L. Hollinger Inc., 
agency in Palatine the insurance min- 
ager's only remark was "shock." 


"I think it's stupid," said Stan Vos- 


bui'gh, a Des Plaines-based State Farm 
Insurance agent, when asked for com- 
ment on the Supreme Court decision. The 
state high court upheld the Dec. 29, 1971, 
decision by Cook County Circuit Court 
Judge Daniel Covclli in which the no- 
fault plan was declared unconstitutional 
on the grounds that it discriminates 
against the poor. "Our customers were 
recently given a dividend based on lower 
costs, and this will probably be elimi- 
nated if the no fault plan is not in use," 
Vosburgh said. Most of his customers 
like the no-fault plan because it gives 
them added coverage at the same rates 
and faster settlement of claims he added.

"If only minor corrections 
are necessary we will recommend appro- 
priate legislation," he said. "If the deci- 
sion rests on a major constitutional ques- 
tion it will be appealed to the U.S. Su- 
preme Court and an adverse decision 
there could invalidate similar no-fault 
and modified plans in other states." 


In the meantime the insurance depart- 


ment is urging insurance firms to contin- 
ue offering the modified no-fault cov- 
erage on a voluntary basis.

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Community Center Plan Is Unveiled 


Directors of Clearbrook Center have 


unveiled plans to start a community liv- 
ing center for retarded adults and are 
trying to get use of Sacred Heart of 
Mary Convent in Rolling Meadows for 
that purpose. 


Clearbrook executive director Byrn 


Witt told the Herald about the plan to 
develop a residential center for "mildly 
and moderately retarded adults, to keep 
people from going to state hospitals and 
institutions." He said it would be the 
first development of its kind in this .area 
and that only four are now operating in 
Illinois. 


The center has received a state grant 


to maintain such a facility. Witt said on 
April 11 Clearbrook will learn whether a 
federal grant for $32,000 to start the pro- 
gram has been approved. 


In the meantime, Clearbrook will be 


negotiating with the Archdiocese of Chi- 
cago, owners of the convent, to gain use 
of the building. 


CLEARBROOK HAS informally sought 


the opinion of the Rolling Meadows build- 
ing and zoning committee about the 
plans. The committee would have to re- 
zone the convent to allow an institutional 
residence to be operated there. 


The future of the plans, Witt said, hing- 


es on whether Clearbrook gets the feder- 


al "start up" grant; whether facilities 
for locating the residential center can be 
found, if at Sacred Heart or somewhere 
else; and whether, If Clearbrook gets use 
of the convent, the city agrees to rezone 
the property. 


Witt said Clearbrook's directors have 


felt there is a need for such a facility hi 
this area for several years. 


He described it as a "community living 


facility" for retarded adults who "are 
currently working in sheltered workshops 
and are not ready to go out on a job and 
for some who have jobs and are living at 
home, or some who are living indepen- 
dently but with difficulties." 


Witt called it a "different kind of facil- 


ity." He said the center would house "a 
carefully controlled and screened group 
of people." 


Plans call for providing residences for 


about 20 persons. Although it would pri- 
marily be a residential facility, there 
would also be training programs in 
educational, recreational and vocational 
rehabilitation. The residence would be 
supervised by a fulltime staff of "house 
parents" and assistants. 


CLEARBROOK'S directors applied a 


year-and-a-half ago to the State Depart- 
ment of Mental Health for funds to run 
this program. The department recently 


agreed to give Clearbrook about $400 per 
adult resident per month in operational 
expenses. The grant would be renewable 
each year. 


The state money covers only the oper- 


ation of the residence, so Clearbrook ap- 
plied to the federal government, under 
the Developmental Disabilities Act, for 
money to start the program. 


They are seeking a total of $31,588 


from the Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare, but under the terms of 
the grant program, some of that must be 
raised locally. So the center stands to get 
$23,691 from the government and will 
contribute the difference itself in ser- 
vices. 


The federal grant expires in 
four 


months, which is what Witt says it will 
take to start the residence once all the 
details are cleared. 


On April 11, Clearbrook will learn if 


the

Developmental 
Disabilities 


Council, which allocates the federal 
funds, has approved the application. 


"Without the federal grant we wouldn't 


be able to open such a facility," Witt 
said. "The center doesn't have the re- 
sources to do it itself."

grant," he said, "and a place to locate 
we can start up a training program for 
staff members, get clients, and be oper- 
ational under the state grant in four 
months." 


Witt said the "clients" would only 


come "from the area that Clearbrook 
now serves."

They meet in a small, dimly-lit base- 


ment in Rolling Meadows every week, to 
stretch body muscles they didn't know 
they had. 


More than 100 northwest suburban resi- 


dents, from 
children to grey-haired 


housewives, 
enter 
the 
inconspicuous 


wood-framed house, walk directly to the 
basement, and, after disrobing to ex- 
ercise leotards, begin an hour of body 
and mind-bending exercise. 


At the command of a yoga instructor, 


they contort their bodies into pretzel-like 
positions, seemingly an unusual way to 
unwind. 


"But all of these exercises are part of 


the eventual control of the body and 
mind," said Shirley Walter, who founded 
the Northwest Yoga Center about a year 
ago at her home at 2802 Grouse Ct. 


Mrs. Walter began her interest in the 


Far East's ancient art of relaxation and 


meditation when she heard a speech by 
internationally famous yoga advocate 
Swami Rama at a local church. 


"He said to start a center," she re- 


called. "I looked for a place but couldn't 
find one. Then we decided to come into 
the home," 


MRS. 
WALTER remodeled the base- 


ment where lessons are given and added 
a stereo recording system equipped with 
the oriental twang of the sitar. 


Her following has grown from a hand- 


ful to more than 100 students and now 
she offers classes for beginners, chil- 
dren, young adults and over 50s. "We are 
a non-profit organization. Anyone who 
wants to come to class, but doesn't have 
the money is welcome," she said. 


The Rolling Meadows yoga facility has 


spawned others like it throughout the 
United States under the direction of 
Swami Rama. The Northwest Yoga Cen- 
ter directs other centers in New York, 
Pennsylvania and Indiana. 


Some of Mrs. Walter's neighbors par- 


ticipate in the classes, but "most come 
from all over," she said. 


The Rolling Meadows center was the 


site of a recent-retreat by Yoga instruc- 
tors who spent three days'and nights in 
advanced meditation with Swami Rama. 


"You know," said Mrs. Walter, "be- 


fore yoga I was a typical housewife . . . 
drinking coffee, smoking all kinds of

A yoga teacher herself, she meditates

Poison cases are easy to spot in the 


emergency room of Northwest Commu- 
nity Hospital. 


For the most part, poison cases include 


a hysterical mother and a relatively 
calm child who recently swallowed too 
many aspirins. 


"For

ie," said Mrs. Donna Whitaker, a nurse 


in the Arlington Heights hospital's emer- 
gency room. "The children don't realize 
the significance of what they 
did."

four years old were treated in the emer- 
gency room for a swallowed, toxic sub- 
stance. This age group amounted to over 
half of the total oral poison cases. 


Among common poisons are lighter 


fluid, perfume, detergents, and pills, es- 
pecially aspirins. There hasn't been a 
food poisoning case in nearly a year. In 
the emergency room, the swallowed sub- 
stance is identified and treated. Most 
patients are discharged. 


"A short hospital stay is required if the 


substance swallowed is caustic like am- 
monia, bleach or chlorine," said Jack 
Ryon, hospital spokesmn. 


Deaths from swallowed poisons are 


few and far between, once the patient 
comes to the hospital for treatment. 
There were no such deaths last year, ac- 
cording to Ryon. 


While only about 40 poison cases come 


to the hospital each month, over 60 calls 
requesting poison treatment are handled 
by the hospital staff monthly. 


"We have charts and books that list 


most poisons along with their treat- 
ment," Mrs. Whitaker said. "Parents 
treat their children if the poisoning is not 
too severe." 


THE 13 AND UP age group, which rep- 


resents over 48 per cent of the poison 
cases, reacts to ingested poison much 
differently than preschoolers. 


"Most of the older people realize how 


serious poisoning can be," Mrs. Whitaker 
said "They are usually brought to the 
hospital crying or emotionally upset." 


ACCORDING TO Ryon, the motivation 


of poison-takers over 30 are very diverse. 


"Who 
can tell if a person takes a pill 


for a thrill, then gets sick as a side ef- 
fect, or whether a person who takes too 
many pills is attempting suicide or seek- 
ing sympathy," Ryan said. 


Though swallowing toxic substances is 


the most common form of poisoning, poi- 
sons can also be injected, inhaled or 
touched. During the summer, injected 
poisons become more frequent in the 
form of insect bites.

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Harrison Salisbury Speaks At Harper 
Times Editor Wary Of U.S.S.R. Talks

So we've opened a new era of friend- 


ship with China It nay not be as easy to 
do the same with the Soviet Union. 


That was one of the central messages 


that Harrison Salisbury, a much-honored 
editor at The New York Times, told a 
group of 100 persons at Harper College In 
Palatine Wednesday night. 


The greying, 64-year-old Pulitzer Prize 


winner said that "bad feelings" and an- 
tagonism could be the result of the up- 
coming U.S -Soviet Union talks. If the 
talks between President Nixon and top 
Soviet Union leaders fall through, it 


could worsen U S -U S.S R. relations but 
improve China's relationship with the 
U.S. 


Salisbury said he "suspected" that the 


U S.S.R. could be more difficult to deal 
with, and he added that he hoped Henry 
Kissinger, Nixon's chief aide, was off on 
a secret mission to the Soviet Union. 


He predicted Nixon and Soviet leaders 


would sign the SALT (Strategic Arms 
Limitation Talks) agreement in Moscow. 
The agreement places a limit on offen- 
sive and defensive missile systems. It 
would cool down the arms race but it is 
"not as low a ceiling as I'd like," Sa- 
lisbury said. 


A PRIME REASON for Nixon's inter- 


est in China is to bring that nation "into 


the world security system." However, in 
working with that nation, the United 
States must be careful not to jar the 
tense three-way relationship involving 
the U.S.S.R, China and the U.S., Salisbu- 
ry said. 


Salisbury said Nixon said pnvately in 


1968 he set "changing the basis of deal- 
ing with China" to "bring it more in

A key to the relationship between 


China and the Soviet Union — in turn, a 
key to relations with the rest of the world 
— is the large Soviet military force 
poised on the Chinese border. Offsetting 
this is a 150-200 intermediate-range Chi- 
nese missile system, which "could de- 
stroy cities in the Ural Mountains and in 
Siberia," Salisbury said. 


Successful discussions in Moscow not 


only could ease relations with China, but 
Soviet-US, discussions might relieve 
Middle East tension. Salisbury quoted 
Nixon as terming in 1968 the Middle East 
as the "most dangerous" world trouble 
spot, with the U S. and U S S R as "sur- 
rogate powers" for Israel and Egypt. 


He concluded ins talk by stating, "This 


has been the year that's changed the 
world and, goodness, it's a world that 
needs changing." 


Salisbury won a puhtzer Pnze in 19S5 


for his coverage of the Soviet Union. He 
traveled to North Vietnam in 1967 and 
toured the China-Soviet border in 1969. 


As assistant managing editor at the 


Times, Salisbury developed the "Op-Ed" 
page of columns and articles facing the 
editorial page Salisbury has written 11 
books, dealing primarily with China and 
the Soviet Union.

Stewart's Role 
In 'Harvey' 
Worth The Wait 


HOLLYWOOD (UPI) — For quite a 


while at the start Wednesday night., NBC- 
TV's long-awaited 90-minute adaptation 
of "Harvey" seemed headed for disaster 
as a cute, creaky comedy antique. But 
then, finally. Jimmy Stewart was placed 
before the camera, and stayed there 
most of the time, and worked his magic 
as the gentle booster whose pal is a six- 
foot invisible rabbit. It was a perform- 
ance worth waiting for. 


The NBC-TV presentation on the "Hill- 


mark Hall of Fame." however, may well 
have been the least satisfactory major 
production of "Harvey," a Pulitzer 
Prize-winning entertainment that prog- 
ressed from the stage to a movie to tele- 
vision. Progressed may not exactly be 
the right word. 


Video's problems with "Harvey" be- 


came all too noticeable almost imme- 
diately Wednesday night, To begin with, 
there was virtually no pep to the produc- 
tion as it went through the first-act mo- 
tions of setting tip the plot, in which 
Stewart was to be committed to a sani- 
tarium by his reluctant but disconcerted 
sister Helen Hayes. It all seemed dead- 
weight and dated as there was much 
fussing around and cuteness and sly de- 
livery of lines that were telegraphed 
shamelessly. 


"HARVEY." IT quickly became clear, 


is not very well suited for television. It 
deals with a rabbit you can't see. and 
television, the closeup medium, is really 
all about things that you can see. It is 
hard to succumb to a gentle, invisible, 
suggested character when you are sitting 
eight feet away and see nothing. 


In the theater, there is distance be- 


tween performer and audience, and even 
in a movie far away. These distances 
lend enchantment — we cannot see. on 
the stage for instance, every detailed 
move of the performer. And so our imag- 
ination has room to work but not very 
often in television, unless a production is 
outstanding, and "Harvey." Wednesday 
night, wasn't,.. But Stewart was.

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County Collects 332,000 Pounds Of Waste Glass 


Six waste glass collection centers, op- 


erated by the Cook County Forest Pre- 
serve District, have gathered nearly 
332,000 pounds of jars and bottles for re- 
cycling into new glass materials since 
June, 1071. 


At a penny a pound or one-half-cent a 


container, the district has enabled par- 
ticipating organizations to raise $3,320 
(or conservation activities during this pe- 
riod. 


George W. Dunne, president of the dis- 


trict's board of commissioners, initiated 
the project with the cooperation of 
A.H.K. Division of Kerr Glass Manufac- 
turing Corp., near Plainficld, HI., and 
Anchor Hocking Corp., Gurnee, 111. 


"Personally, I am very pleased with 


our collection centers," said Dunne, 
"they have made a definite contribution 
to recycling efforts and demonstrate the 
effective work possible between private 
and public groups. Undoubtedly, this 
type of conservation activity also bene- 
fits the ecological education of youth or- 
ganizations taking part." 


Two years and nine months ago, River 


Trail Nature Center, Northbrook, be- 
came the first of the district's waste 
glass collection points, through help from 
local scouts. During this time, River 
Trail has sent 350,000 pounds of waste 
glass to Anchor Hocking'Corp. for recycl- 
ing, 
In June, 1971, the district named 


three more collection centers: Indian 
Boundary Division HQ, Salt Creek Divi- 
sion HQ, and North Branch Division HQ. 


Recently, the district assigned collec- 


tion duties to its Camp Sullivan and to 
Thorn Creek Division HQ. Exclusive of 
River Trail, these other five centers send 
their waste glass to A.H.K. Division of 
Kerr Glass Manufacturing Corp.

A Funny Thing Happened On The Way To The November Election

If there is a lesson for all of us in 


this last, stunning primary election 
in Illinois, it is that few things 
should be taken for granted in poli- 
tics — and the thing that should be 
taken for granted the least is the 
mood of the electorate. 


Sometimes quixotic, sometimes 


seemingly perverse in their anger 
or enthusiasm, the voters regularly 
summon politicians back to their 
private lives or propel dark horse 
candidates into public office. 


And in their wisdom, the voters 


seem to tell the pundits and the 
power seekers that the election 
process is still an exciting one and 
a dangerous game for the over con- 
fident. 


The dramatic switchover vote 


from Republican to Democratic 
ballots in the recent primary is a 
lesson in politics that will not be 
lost on even the lowest precinct 
workers. 


in an age of greater voter inter- 


est and selectivity, the people seek 
out the candidates of their' choice 
— sometimes regardless of the 
traditional party affiliations which 
have guided their previous votes. 


In the suburbs, this cruel fact 


was clearly imprinted on the minds 
of confident Republican organizers 
who in some cases automatically 
assumed that large numbers of Re- 
publican votes would come forth, 
even if the races of greatest inter- 
est were among the Democrats. 


Democratic politicians statewide 


were also made to remember the 
simple fact that each election is 
a 


new test for politicians and that in 
Paul Simon's case 15 years of 
strong public service was not 
enough to defeat a strong chal- 
lenger. 


It is interesting to note that de- 


spite the victories of Hanrahan and 
Walker and the clear voice of the 
electorate in those races, profes- 
sional politicians on both sides are 


angry. 


The Democrats claim the Re- 


publican switchover vote ruined 
their party's 
designated candi- 


dates. The Republicans lament the 
crossover which caused some par- 
ty backed candidates to lose from 
the paucity of the Republican turn- 
out. 


Yet if those professional politi- 


cians are unhappy, it is because 
once again the voters in their thou- 
sands refused to be channeled into 
the predicted slots. 


The results of Tuesday's primary 


election do not sit well with either 
party — particularly in the suburbs 
w h e r e v o t e r patterns were 
thought to be well established. 


Obviously, this sudden shift in 


the voting choice of the suburban 
electorate does not mean any dra- 
matic change for the Republicans 
come November. 


This is and will remain a sub- 


stantially Republican area until 
the demographics of this area's 
economy and population change. 


But despite the expected return 


to the fold in November by the sub- 
urban Republican stalwarts, the 
other lesson of this March election 
could well be repeated in the fall: 
candidates who appeal to voters 
sometimes reflect not only the 
views of their own party but of a 
segment of the other party as well. 


Conservative candidates such as 


Edward V. Hanrahan will appeal 
to conservative candidates of any 
political party; and likewise, the 
citizens who could vote for Gover- 
nor George Wallace or Mayor John 
Lindsey can and will cast their 
votes irrespective of party line. 


It may not be profound to say we 


were reminded of the basic inde- 
pendence of voters again, but it is 
refreshing. Just as it is sometimes 
refreshing for the voting majority 
to catch prognosticators with pie in 
their faces,

• A sizable majority, a p p r o xi- 


mately 68 per cent, of the more 
than 7 million children in welfare 
families were born in wedlock. 


• The l a r g e s t racial group 


among welfare families — 49 per 
cent — is white. 


• Fewer than 1 per cent of wel- 


fare recipients are 
able-bodied, 


unemployed males. 


• Welfare fraud occurs in less 


than four-tenths of 1 per cent of the 
nation's total welfare caseload. 


The pamphlet, to repeat, was 


published by the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare. 
Copies have been sent to 100,000 
persons, ranging from top govern- 
ment officials to militant welfare 
rights workers. 


It's something to keep in mind 


when election-year charges begin 
to echo across the land to the effect 
that any incumbent administration 
is racist, repressive and heartless.

The citizens of Arlington Heights elect- 


ed our officials to represent our inter- 
ests. If those citizens are concerned then 
should not the same be expected from 
our officials. 


We have been told that in terms of

NEW YORK (UP!) - Private health 


insurance, including the "mail order'1 


variety, has become big business as 
Americans try to hedge against the fi- 
nancial disaster of a major illness or ac- 
cident. 


Frightened by $100 per day hospital 


costs and doctor bills that resemble war 
debts, some 187 million persons have 
bought some form of private health in- 
surance. Last year they received a 
record S1B.S billion in benefits. Eleven 
million of the 20 million people 6,i or over 
have private insurance to supplement 
Medicare. 


Mow much o:' it is bought through the 


mails is unknown. But the amount is 
large. And the Health Insurance In- 
stitute, whose membership accounts for 
ft'i per cent of the health insurance writ- 
ten in the United States, thinks Ameri- 
cans should use a little more common 
business sense before going the mail or- 
der policy route. 


SUCH POLICIES, pitched toward "fill- 


ing the gaps" in present coverage, usual- 
ly are offered at relatively low prices. If 
you're fully aware of what you are buy- 
ing, and the company selling it, says the 
institute, such insurance can be worth- 
while. But too many people buy emotion- 
ally and without examining the policy. 
So the institute has drawn up guidelines 
to consider before signing on the clotted 
line. For instance, make certain you un- 
derstand: 


=What happens if you have any "pre- 


existing" health conditions. 


—How much your policy will pay per 


day. 


—The limitations on when you can col- 


lect. 


—How much you are required to pay in 


premiums. 


Other suggestions from the Institute: 
—Don't let yourself be pressured into 


buying by "limited enrollment" periods. 


—Before signing for mail order insur- 


ance get a copy of the policy and study 
it. Know exactly what you are buying, 
not what you think you are buying. 


—Check with the state insurance de- 


partment to verify that the mail order 
offer comes from a company licensed to 
sell in your state. If not, you may have 
difficulty collecting. Also, check on the 
company's financial standing. 


—Always shop around. What sounds 


tike a low price may be high.

Most mail order policies, even though

Check the fine print. 


Remember, too, that most mail order 


policies do not pay out-of-hospital bene- 
fits. You should know how much such 
policies pay per day, considering the av- 
erage hospital stay is 7.7 days for people 
under 65, and about 13 days for those 
over 65. Check also to see whether there 
is a waiting period before benefits start.

Universal To Close 
Detroit Tube Mill 


The decision to close the Detroit cop- 


per tube mill of the Wolverine Tube Divi- 
sion of Universal Oil Products Co. was 
announced by John 0. Logan, president 
and chief executive officer. 


Logan said the action is being taken 


because of marginal operating perform- 
ance stemming primarily from high op- 
erating costs, as well as low productivity 
and severe price competition. 


It is anticipated that the closing will 


take place by early May, 1972. There are 
approximately 325 employees now on the 
active payroll at the Detroit facility. 
UOP indicated that it will attempt to as- 
sist the affected employes to find other 
employment. 


A College Degree Pays Off 


Interested, anybody, in an investment 


that promises to return $44 for every dol- 
lar you invest, by the time you reach 
retirement age? 


That's the worth of a college education, 


as figured by a man who should qualify 
as an expert, since he runs a financial 
conglomerate that manages assets of 
more than $4 billion — Julius Jensen, 
chief executive officer of Continental In- 
vestment Corp., Boston. 


Beginning with what workers at vari- 


ous levels of education can expect to 
earn this year, on average, figures from 
government sources show: 


$7,451 for the worker 25 to 30 years old, 


with only an elementary school educa- 
tion. 


$10,187 for the high school graduate. 
$13,786 for the average college gradu- 


ate under 30. 


As for lifetime earnings, it's assumed 


that a college degree enables a person to 
move up, through the years, to higher 
levels on the salary scale. The degree in 
the long run becomes worth considerably 
more than the initial difference of $3,600. 


BETWEEN ages 25 and 65, it's esti- 


mated, the college man will average 
about $5,850 a year more than the high 
school graduate. That means the college 
degree is worth more than a quarter of a 
million dollars in lifetime earnings — 
roughly $234,000. 


How good is that, as a return on in- 


vestment, considering the cost of the col- 
lege education? 


It depends on whose estimates of col- 


lege costs you use, Jensen cites figures 


showing current average four-year costs 
of $1,349 a year at 
state-supported 


schools and $2,906 at private schools. 


Using the lower figure, you come up 


with $5,396 as the cost of a college de- 
gree. And the increase in lifetime earn- 
ings would make the degree worth $43.37 
for every dollar invested in education. 


Those figures on college costs, how- 


ever, seem too low. A survey last fall of 
100 U.S. colleges and universities, pri- 
vate and state-supported, reported by 
Mutual of New York, put the average 
four-year cost at $12,770. Nowhere among 
these 100 schools could a student get by 
for less than $8,008. 


Even using the higher cost figures, 


though, a college degree still comes out 
as a good investment, returning $18.33 on 
the dollar. Where else can you double 
your investment every two and a half 
years?

Food Prices Up 
1.7 Per Cent 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Because of 


soaring food prices, the cost of living 
rose one-half of 1 per cent in February — 
sharpest one-month rise since last sum- 
mer, the Labor Department said today. 


The 0.5 per cent increase in the Con- 


sumer Price index, which measures re- 
tail prices across the nation, was the 
same when based on actual prices and 
after adjustment for seasonal variations. 


Food prices registered the greatest 


one-month jump in 14 years, 1.7 per cent 
when seasonally adjusted, with meat 
prices accounting for nearly 
three- 


fourths of it. But fresh fruit and vege- 
table prices also were up sharply. 


Not since March, 1958, had there been 


a larger one-month jump. Food prices 
that month soared 1.9 per cent. 


The over-all food price index includes 


both groceries and restaurant meals. The 
increase in prices at the supermarket 
level alone was even greater — 1.9 per 
cent in February. This also was a 14- 
month high. 


The 0.5 per cent rise in the over-all 


index was the biggest one month jump, 
on both a seasonally adjusted and unad- 
justed basis, since last June. That was 
two months before President Nixon im- 
posed a 90-day freeze on wages and 
prices. 


The report was likely to fuel a growing 


debate within and outside the govern- 
ment on food prices. 


Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Butz has 


defended recent farm price increases — 
particularly for meat — while consumer 
and labor critics of the administration's 
economic control program say something 
should be done to stop the spiral. 


Butz not only has disagreed with non- 


government critics but the head of the 
government's price-control agency as 
well. C. Jackson Grayson Jr., chairman 
of the Price Commission, took public is- 
sue last week with Butz 
1 defense of high- 


er farm prices.

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Industry Out Of Tune 


Few Musicians 
Make Big Money 


(Second in a Series.) 
by JOYCE GABRIEL 


NEW YORK — Record producer Don 


Kirschner has a suite of opulently fur- 
nished offices on a high floor of a Man- 
hattan skyscraper. He is a partner in an 
entertainment company with Howard 
Minsky, producer of the blockbuster 
movie moneymaker, "Love Story." 


Klrsehner himself has discovered such 


recording talents as Bobby Darin, Carole 
King and Neil Diamond. He thinks he 
will continue to do so: "The most suc- 
cessful people in this business will al- 
ways have work, even in this economy," 
Kirsehner said. 


True enough. For example, take Bobby 


Rosengarden. conductor of the Dick Cav- 
ett Show band. Rosengarden has a fixed 
income with the Cavett band and all the 
extra jobs he needs — when he has time 
for them. He doesn't like to tour any 
more — and doesn't have to. 


DOC SEVERINSEN, head of The 


Tonight Show band, is another example. 
Severi nsen. in addition to his Carson 
Show duties, has a nightclub act of his 
own and all the bookings he wants. 


Society bandleader-pianist and music 


contractor Peter Duchin smiles happily 
when business is mentioned. Overall, 
things are bad in the industry and he is 
concerned about them. But Duchin still 
books more than 1,500 private parties 
and society galas a year. They keep his 
piano tuned. 


The biggest of the symphony orches- 


tras, such as the New York Philharmon- 
ic, still jfe\. sellout crowds at their per- 
formances. 


But what about the other musicians? 


Many of them, none of whom are hacks, 
look at the music picture gloomily. 


A STAFF MUSICIAN at one of the net- 


works, who asked that his name not be 
mentioned, said: "A lot of guys are feel- 
ing the squeeze. Some are making $4,000 
or $5.000 less than they were two or three 
years ago. I*ve been with this show three 
years. At the beginning, there were plen- 
ty of extra jobs where you could pick up 
a few dollars. Now look at it. Very little 
advertising commercial business. Broad- 
way is terrible, motion pictures you can 
forget. 


"It's tough for us. And I'm not talking 


about hacks. I was with Tommy Dorsey's 
band for years. One of the new guys on 


staff is a top musician who would never 
have taken a staff job two years ago. He 
was always busy with free lance — and 
making a lot of money at it. Now he 
doesn't get enough jobs." 


JACK HOLLAND, a trumpeter who 


has played with the American Sym- 
phony, has done concerts and taught with 
Pablo Casals, and who now divides his 
time between writing and producing TV 
commercials and playing third trumpet 
in Broadway's "Fiddler on the Roof," 
also feels the pinch. 


"Musicians," said Holland, "have been 


screaming about bad business ever since 
I came to New York 19 years ago. Musi- 
cians can still make a very good living in 
the business. But in the past few years, 
the number of musicians getting steady 
work and making good money has de- 
creased." 


According to Holland, whether a mu.v- 


cian works or not depends, to a large 
extent, on the friends and associates he 
does or doesn't have in the business. 
Many jobs, says Holland, are heard of by 
word of mouth, A musician is hired for a 
job on recommendation. 


THE DAYS OF the union hiring hall, 


where musicians sat around and waited 
for work to be assigned, are over. Now a 
musician seeking work calls a music con- 
tractor or a friend. And these days, even 
when a friend calls, it is hard to find him 
work. 


"If a top guy is getting only enough 


jobs for himself," Bobby Rosengarden 
said, "he certainly doesn't have any to 
pass along to friends." 


Most musicians 
hope things 
will 


change in the industry, but they don't 
know how or when or why they should. 
Certainly, a healthier economy in gener- 
al would help the music industry. And 
Rosengarden suggests that perhaps union 
leadership is not being as responsive to 
the total membership as it could be with 
its rates and regulations. 


ONE THING musicians agree on: 


Whatever changes do come about, the in- 
dustry will never be the same as it was 
10 or 20 years ago, when big bands, 
nightclubs and plentiful recording dates 
made it a sellers' market in the industry. 


They know, too, that high hopes for the 


future don't create jobs or money in the 
present.

We Ready To Dance Again?

Dance, dance, dance — There's a new 


dance out. Bet you haven't heard that in 
awhile. No one seems to dance anymore, 
at least not like they did in the '60s. 


Those were the days when records 


were made to be danced to, Of course, it 
was before the 'Bos when Danny and the 
Juniors started the dance, the Hop, with 
their 1958 song. "At the Hop." And 
people were dancing the Slop, the Mash- 
ed Potatoes and the Bristol Stomp for a 
long time. But it wasn't until the big one, 
The Twist, came out that songs brought 
dances with them. 


When Chubby Checker recorded "The 


Twist." written and sung by Hank Bal- 
Inrd back in 1955, it became the biggest 
dance craze of the world. The year was 
1061 and The Twist was the "in" thing 
for she jet-setters as well as young 
people. 


!\ -ii2 IT WAS still "The Twist" on top 


of the charts, with Joey Dee's "Pepper- 
mcnt Twist" running a close second. The 
Isley Brothers were banging out "Twist 
and Shout." and Sam Cook was "Twist- 
ing the N'ight Away" and Gary U.S. 
Bonds was singing about "Dear Lady 
Twist." All in '62. Little Eve tried her 
own thing with "The Locomotion" that 
year, and Bobby (Boris) Plckett and the 
Crypt Kickers had "The Monster Mash." 
Both had some success, but couldn't take 
the place of The Twist. As far as selling 
records went, if it had "twist" in it, it 
made the charts. 


With Chubby Checker still rocking with 


his success in 1963, he came out with 
"Pony Time" and then "Limbo Rock" 
keeping everyone dancing. The Dovells 
expressed the dancing mood with their 
hit, "You Can't Sit Down," and no one 
did at the night spots. 


The next year, 1964, the Beatles had 


replaced Chubby Checker on the charts 
with four hits, "I Want to Hold Your 


Chubby 
Checker 


Hand," "She Loves You," "Love Me Do" 
and "A Hard Day's Night." From then 
on the dance era was on its way out. 


IN '65 AND '66 with the Rolling Stones' 


"Satisfaction" there was a mild dance 
craze called The Jerk and the song, 
"Cook Jerk" by the Capitols to go with 
it. But the song "Keep on Dancing," by 
the Gentrys, came out when people were 
just starting to sit down and listen. 


The change came in 1964 and Bob Dy- 


lan helped with his song, "The Times 
They Are A-Changing." It was the start 
of a folk-rock that just wasn't danced to. 
It would have been sacrilegious to have 
danced to one of Dylan's songs at the 
time. Simon and Garfunkle maintained 
the folksy mood with "The Sounds of Si- 
lence." 


Since then, songs just haven't come out 


as new dances . . . at least until now. A 
group called The Niteliters has a single 
out called "Afro Strut" from their al- 
bum, "Instrumental Direction." And just 
like in the early '60s, the song title is the 
name of a dance. The Afro Strut will be 
demonstrated to TV audiences during 
March and April on the Soul Train Show. 
And who can say whether we're again 
ready to start dancing?

Roger Baron doesn't pretend he's on 


easy street. Acting seldom is a complete 
shoe-in.

"That's why I'm lucky," he said. "I'll 


do it all." 


Roger refers to radio and television 


commercial work, education and indus- 
trial films and even modeling, all means 
that tide actors over in between legiti- 
mate theater runs. 


"I've always looked at it as one busi- 


ness," he continued. "It's all fun. You 
know, it is a great thing when you can 
get up and go out and make your living 
and not consider it work. Acting is like 
my hobby." 


THE FOREST VIEW High School 


graduate is currently appearing as a 
well-intentioned athletic coach in the sus- 
pense thriller "Child's Play," which is 
currently being staged at the new Forum 
Theater in Summit, III. Endorsements to 
the show's success include four Joseph 
Jefferson nominations for outstanding 
Chicago production, direction, best actor 
and best supporting actor. The latter 
went to Baron. 


"Acting is not an easy life," said Bar- 


on. "In any art form when you're start- 
ing out or struggling, it's the worst thing 
you can be. Once you're a success then 
it's the best thing to be. Here you have to 
succeed before being considered worth- 
while. I'm not saying it's wrong, but ma- 
terial success is placed higher in this 
country than artistic talent. 


"I'M VERY FORTUNATE to keep 


working. The average salary of an actor 
is under $5,000. And that average in- 
cludes those that are making into the 
millions. It means that a lot of people 
aren't making anything at all," he con- 
tinued. 


At the moment Roger Baron need not 


hold his breath. He is more than just em- 
ployed ... you could even say he is over- 
employed. 


His day begins at 10:30 a.m. when he is 


expected for rehearsals at the Mill Run 
Children's Theatre for "Peter Pan." Im- 
mediately leaving Mill Run he drives 
downtown to spend the entire afternoon 
in rehearsals for "The National Health 
or Nurse Norton's Affair," the play to 
open at the Forum Theater when 
"Child's Play" closes April 9. At 8 p.m. 
Roger is back on stage for "Child's 
Play." 


"I TRY TO get as little sleep as pos- 


sible," he laughed. "It's great though, 
because I'm doing what I want to do, and 
doing what you like gives you so much 
added energy." 


Roger Baron is another young hopeful 


who's never been deterred from a theat- 
rical career. It's always been the only 
thing he has ever considered. And, he 
gave it a whirl at quite an early age. 


He entertained family and friends as a 


child, and at the age most kids started 
taking music lessons, Roger asked to be 
enrolled in acting. His parents granted 
his request. 


Shortly after Roger did begin acting 


classes, his dramatic coach informed his 


family that Roger could be making extra 
money by performing professionally in 
television commercials, radio work and' 
even a few stage plays where a child 
actor was needed.

"AUDIENCES ARE completely differ- 


ent everywhere," he remarked about his 
experiences in playing to houses all over 
the U. S. 


"It's fascinating. You could actually do 


a study about it. Chicago audiences are 
the best. They react more and are hon- 
est. In Los Angeles people tend to laugh 
only at the more kooky things. In Boston 
they're very reserved, and in cities like 
Indianapolis and Des Moines, the au- 
diences tend to gasp when they hear a 
swear word spoken on stage. 


"You know people are always com- 


menting on the actors," Roger continued, 
"But do they realize that actors are al- 
ways commenting about the audiences?" 


When Roger finished the run with 


"Forty Carats," he went to New York 
for about four months before heading off 
to Europe for another three. It was 
something he had always wanted to do. 


"WHEN I CAME back I had the deci- 


sion to make to either stay in Chicago or 
go to New York," he said. 


"But everyone goes to New York.

Liza Remembers Mama

NEW YORK (UPI) - Liza Minelli, 


once reflecting on the tumultuous life of 
her mother, the late Judy Garland, said 
that "she had the best life. She got it 
all." 


"When she was happy there was no 


one like her," Miss Minelli told me. "She 
was never bored. She was always at the 
pinnacle . .. happy, she was at the peak. 
Depressed, she would be way down. 


"I think that when Mama decided 


she'd done everything, she just stopped. 
Just stopped. I'm sure though that in 
heaven she's shaking hell out of the 
place." 


Miss Minelli thought for a moment and 


then paid a rare tribute to a mother — 
"She raised three level-headed kids." 


Miss Minelli's reflections on Judy Gar- 


land's abbreviated life (she died at 47) 
were spoken one afternoon as we sat in 


the Minelli hotel suite while she was fill- 
ing a supper club engagement. 


THEY CAME BACK with full force lat- 


er for two reasons. For one, Liza, then 
already well on her way, now promises 
to develop into a show business phenome- 
non like her mother when you consider 
the rare notices she got in her new mov- 
ie, "Cabaret." 


For another, there's just published a 


book about Miss Garland, written by her 
fifth husband, Mickey Deans, musician 
and filmmaker. He was with her when 
she died June 21, 1969, in their London 
Home. The official ruling: Accidental 
death from an "incautious" dose of bar- 
biturates. Deans, 
with novelist Ann 


Pinchot as co-author, traces a soft and 
compassionate reprise of Miss Garland's 
life in "Weep No More, My Lady" (Haw- 
thorn). 


Miss Minelli has made no comment on 


the Deans book, her New York represen- 
tatives told me. The elfin actress, who 
greatly resembles her mother, is taking 
a rest break in California, gearing for a 
t"'»vision special. 


"SHE'S LIKE HER mother; she has 


this great affinity for performing for an 
audience," her representative said. 


Miss Minelli, recalling her upbringing, 


said, "My parents wanted me to do what 
I wanted to do." Would she have made 
stardom had she not been her mother's 
daughter? I asked. 


"I know I'm good," she said, 
"and 


I've worked very hard. It may have just 
taken a bit longer." 


Yes, she gets repeated requests from 


her audiences to sing her mother's fa- 
mous "Somewhere Over the Rainbow." 
She refuses — "I tell them, it's been 
done so perfectly ..." 


Helen Hays Mulls TV Series

HOLLYWOOD —(NBA) —Last season 


on television we had the invasion of the 
fat cats — the big movie stars who tried, 
without conspicuous success, to sashay 
onto the small screen. 


Next year, we may have a more dis- 


tinguished group of invaders. It looks 
like TV is going for quality actors — 
Broadway veterans like Burgess Mered- 
ith, Laurence Luckmbill and, incredibly, 
Helen Hayes. 


It would be incredible if Miss Hayes 


did. a series and she very well may. She 
has shot a pilot — "The Snoop Sisters," 
with Mildred Natwick and Art Carney — 
and the word is out that it's a good one. 


The only reason why TV may luck out 


is that Helen Hayes says she's through — 
completely, absolutely, finally — with 
the theater. And there are two reasons 
for her big decision. 


One is physical. 


SHE SAYS THAT throughout her long 


and brilliant career, she often became 
quite ill. 


"And it got so bad," she says, "that I 


missed many performances. A bronchial 
condition, you see. So when I was doing 
'Long Day's Journey Into Night' — the 
best thing I ever did, I think — and I 
missed a few performances in Washing- 
ton, I went to see a doctor. 


"He said I was allergic to theater dust. 


Imagine that. So I've given it up. The 
way the theater is today I don't think

anything could ever lure me back 
again." 


WHICH BRINGS us to her second rea- 


son for quitting. 


She says the theater today is in a bad 


way, but she doesn't think it's all the 
theater's fault. 


"The 
trouble with the theater," she 


says, "is that they have schools for ac- 
tors but what they really need is a school 
for audiences. The audiences are awful 
nowadays — they just won't be moved 
emotionally and they won't laugh until 
some critic says they should. I go to 
some previews and the audience just sits 
there like stuffed owls." 


So that leaves movies — she did 
"Air- 


port," of course — and television. Be- 
sides "The Snoop Sisters," Helen Hayes 
co-starred with James Stewart in Wednes- 
day's Hallmark Hall of Fame production 
of "Harvey." 


She likes TV — likes watching it as 


well as appearing in it. 


"I HAVE VERY ordinary tastes," she 


says. "I love Flip Wilson and Lucy and 
Hawaii 5-0 — and I can honestly say I'd 
watch Hawaii 5-0 even if Jim (her 
son, 


James MacArthur) wasn't on it." 


"As far as doing the series is con- 


cerned," she says, "I feel complete am- 
bivalence about it: At times I'm enthu- 
siastic, and, at other times, I hate the 
idea. 


"Paulette Goddard was in the pilot 


with me, and she's a very sharp girl. She 
commented on my excessive energy and 
said that it was great, that the more 
energy you used, the more you had. So 
that made me enthusiastic again."

that transcends their beauty or useful- 
ness, for there is something about them 
that is satisfying and complete. Because 
a box is a container for something, it is 
interesting to open, and the cover which 
fits down securely to lock or snap into 
.place is a small reassurance. 
.; Children love boxes, I've noticed. They 
; 'automatically covet and save them, and 
~;inost small boys have a treasure-laden 


bos under their beds or in some safe 
place. If it fastens with a key, so much 
the better. Happiness may be a box of 
sea shells. 


It is not known when the first boxes 


were made. Remnants of ancient con- 
tainers made by craftsmen as far back 
as the llth century have been found, and 
Egyptian crypts hold chests of solid gold 
inlaid with previous jewels. 


MABCO POLO brought back velvet- 


lined boxes from Cathay filled with silks 
and spices, ami Elizabethan dandies kept 
snuff in beautifully tooled silver or 
carved jade boxes, while their ladies 
kept their patches in china or jeweled 
containers. Patches were used in those 
days as an adornment to the face, some- 
times to hide the scars of the all-preva- 
lent smallpox. 


The box was usually more valuable 


than the contents. Master artists might 
spend months on a stamp-sized portrait 


.. of a famous lady or gentleman of the 
' 'Court, paiiited on the cover. 


In this country, boxes were made sim- 


ply for utility and storage. The Shakers, 


true to their vow of simplicity, made 
containers of split maple wood, curved 
into thin round sheets, fastened with 
brass brads in the classic style of the 
plain people. 


TODAY, BOXES are used to carry 


pills, solid perfume or cosmetics. Among 
the most popular collectibles are Staf- 
fordshire trinket boxes and Battersea 
enamel, which is of porcelain fused on 
copper. 


Even the cigar box may be a collec- 


tible, especially the wooden type with pa- 
per decorations showing curlicues and 
Victorian decor. A wooden cigar box was 
one of the treasures of my childhood. I 
lined it with yellow silk, I remember, 
and kept in it four blue robin's eggs, 
which I had found, somehow preserved 
intact, in a fallen nest. 


Shown in the accompanying picture 


are a piano-shaped box of the '30s, a 
cranberry enameled glass, R.S. Prussia, 
Staffordshire patch, silver stamp, cut 
glass dresser jar, celluloid jewelry case 
and a tiny box from Japan shaped rather 
like an Obi sash. 


IF BOXES INTEREST you, they are 


readily available and of great variety. 
Many are relatively inexpensive. You 
might specialize, say in apothecaries, 
medicine chests, tea caddies, card cases, 
match safes or in those made of a cer- 
tain material, such as papier mache.

T h o u g h Britannia can reasonably 


claim to have ruled the waves for more 
than 300 years, the Royal Navy's finest 
hours fall in the period of the Napoleonic 
wars, between 1793 and 1815. 


G. J. Marcus's "The Age of Nelson" 


chronicles those years, covering not only 
the triumphs of Horatio Viscount Nelson 
but such other major victories as Cape 
St, Vincent and Camperdown. 


The British navy was invincible then 


where fleet actions at sea were con- 
cerned. It did not do so well on such 
American lakes as Erie and Champlain, 
or in single-ship actions against frigates 
such as "Old Ironsides." 


The picture was not totally bright, 


even within the Royal Navy. There were 
nasty mutinies in 1797, when the spirit of 
revolution was abroad in the world. 


Nelson's name is the one most com- 


monly associated with this period in nav- 
al history, but he was in a more literal 
sense than usual only the first among 
equals. 


"The Age of Nelson" is the second of 


four books in a series Marcus is writing 
about the Royal Navy, but it can be read 
by itself without any loss of context. It is 
an interesting and informative bit of his- 
tory.

Rejoice. The San Francisco sound is 


affve and well. The Jefferson Airplane 
may have been hijacked from the air 
waves, but two of the crew members 
have put together a fine album in "Sun- 
fighter" (Grunt FTR-1002). 


For awhile, with the release of "Blows 


Against the Empire" and "Bark." there 
was fear that the groat days of the Air- 
plane were past. But in some ways "Sun- 
fighter" is a return to those clays and in 
others, a step ahead. 


This time round it's Paul Kanter and 


Grace Slick (with the help of I" others 
plus the Edwin Hawkins Singers). Giving 
the album an overview, one realizes 
there is no bad cut included and each 
song varies in its impact. 


RECENTLY A mother. Grace Slick is 


still letting people know about it and, al- 
though this might seem like pure ego- 
tripping in the song "China" (one of the 
baby's names — another being god) it 
comes across nicely. In fact, this song is 
the closest thing to a nursery rhyme 
they've ever attempted. The song is a 
solo for Slick and her voice shines. 


The other baby song in the album is 


the title track, and it is interwoven with 
some of the politics we have come to ex- 
pect since the days of "Volunteers." As 
usual, the lyrics are simplistic but direct 
in their meaning. Here, we learn the kid 
Is going to bust up Mr. Government Man 
some day, so watch out. 


• 
"Diana" is politics in a form approach- 


ing the ideal of the protest song. Sung in 
two parts, it tells the tale of Weath- 
orwoman Diana Oughton who died last 
year in a bomb factory blast. Then it 
asks the question. "How do you feel as 
you cut down your children now and 
leave them dying on the grass in the 
sun . . . where will you run?" 


BUT It-' THE killing of children can be 


condoned, they ask then why there can- 
not be cannibalism? "Silverspoon" at- 
tacks on a basic level: "You ought to eat 
what you will — shove it in your mouth 
any way that you can , . . Where are the 
bodies for dinner?" The beauty of this 
song is that it lets Slick's droning vocal 
style run free to leave the listener limp. 


For Kantner's part, there are more of 


the "let's all get together and live peace- 
ful because it's the only chance we got" 
type lyrics. They even creep into the al- 
bum's ecology song, "Earth Mother," 
when the ruined earth is told that "Your 
children are your salvation/They see 
your life as their own/They recognize no 
nation/They dance around your throne." 


S A V A G E ANIMAL imagery 
also 


abounds in the album with two sons in- 
habited by the prowling wolfpack. "When 
I Was a Boy I Watched the Wolves" is 
the best song in the alburn. It is tight 
with a driving beat and a chorus that 
hits. A sample line goes: "Get down be 
bright go back/run with the wolfpack/vve 
have the mountains/we have the town 
now/battle cruiser/two-tone silver los- 
er." 


Then for the freaks who listen in, the 


sinking of the "Titanic" is included as an 
instrumental a la moog synthesizer. The 
piece works over you like the waves 
across the drowning ship's hull. 


Many help out Slick and Kantner, but 


special mention should go to Jerry Gar- 
cia for some fine guitar playing. His in- 
fluence is heavily felt as a couple of 
songs remind one of the Grateful Dead's 
style. Also assisting are Jack Casady and 
Jorma Kaukonen from the Airplane and 
David Crosby and Graham Nash. 


THIS ALBUM carries on something 


that deserves to be with us for some 
time, namely the ever refreshing San 
Francisco sound. Enjoy it.

only one reason. This was to make clear- 
er to parents what the category stands 
for and thus as fully as possible elimi- 
nate confusion or doubt in their minds. 


From the very outset of the rating pro- 


gram, this second category was not in- 
tended to mean "family" pictures, or 
films "suitable for all ages." "GP" 
meant general audiences, parental guid- 
ance suggested. There may be some ma- 
terial in the film that some parents 
would not want their younger children to 
see, although this is a choice parents 
make, not the theater. 


While the change is made to heighten 


clarity and meaning, it does not con- 
stitute a change in rating criteria. Thus 
pictures that previously were rated

Dear Dorothy: The tiles on my kitchen 


counter are very old and very, very neg- 
lected. Is there any way to clean the 
mortar between the tiles? —Rhea Black. 


For some time, mortar between tiles 


on kitchen counters has been sealed im- 
mediately after installation so as to keep 
the original color. So get some sealer 
from a tile place to have on hand, ready 
to put on, after you get the mortar 
cleaned. The remedies that follow were 
used by readers for the grout (mortar) 
in bathroom tile. 


One used a strong solution of water 


and washing soda; another, a household 
cleaner that contained ammonia; a third, 
a solution of 3 tbsp. bleach to a quart of 
warm water (letting it stand a few min- 
utes before rinsing), and the fourth, a 
solution of dishwasher detergent with hot 
water. All used toothbrushes to scrub; all 
rinsed carefully, then dried. Most impor- 
tant, all reported using care that the so- 
lution did not splatter into the eyes. Rub- 
ber gloves wouldn't be amiss, either. 
Good luck. 


Dear Dorothy: I do love your column 


but want to point out that a well-known 
nutritionist says that if vegetable oil is 
coconut oil — which it generally is — it's 
just as saturated as butter. —J.J. 


The nutritionist is quite right about 


coconut oil, but all vegetable oils are not 
coconut oil. I use one that isn't. The bas- 
ic point you are making is that one 
should look at the contents of every food 
item to see if it contains some ingredient 
they cannot have or do not want. Thanks 
for pointing it out.

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The" Doctor Says 


by Lawrence l{ Lamb, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I am a man 80 


years &f age and have hardening of the 
arteries in my neck. This is causing diz- 
zy and fainting spells. My doctor is giv- 
ing me circulation medicine, but he said 
this will not give me much relief and the 
only thing that may cure me is an oper- 
ation, cutting this artery and cleaning it 
or placing a tube in the artery. 


Me said at my age this operation had a 


SO-SO chance of being fatal. Without any 
operation 1 c^uld have a stroke. Is thei e 
any medicine that will remove this cho- 
lesterol block from my artery without an 
operation? 


Dear Header — I wish it were possible 


to give people like you a medicine that 
would dissolve the blockage in their ar- 
teries, but it isn't. This is a good ex- 
ample of why prevention is so much bet- 
ter than the cure. The problem is that 
sometimes neither works. 


Your doctor has been very honest with 


you and hasn't given you any false hopes 
about the operation. There are two oper- 
ations used for these problems. In one 
procedure the blockage is bored out. In 
the other a tube graft is connected above 


and below the blockage to act as a de- 
tour around the block for blood flow The 
latter method usually is less risky. After 
the first method a stroke often occurs 
after surgety, but some do benefit from 
the operation 


Before either procedure is done it is 


necossaiy to be sure that the rest of the 
circulation to the brain is 0 K. There are 
four main artciies that send blood to the 
brain, two in the front of the neck (right 
and left side) and two along the spine. 
These all connect together in a ring un- 
der the brain. Thus if the blood flowing 
through some of the other arteries ib suf- 
ficient, disease in one artery may not 
cause trouble. 


If there is a lot of blockage in the ar- 


teries within the brain itself then correct- 
ing a blockage downstream in the neck 
will not help much. I wish I could give 
you a hopeful answci but the truth is 
that life sometimes gives us hard choices 
and you have one. Your best help in fac- 
ing such a decision is your doctoi

At least 2,500 rainbow trout, averaging 


a half-pound each, were stocked this 
week into Belleau and Axehead lakes in 
the Des Plaines area of the Cook County 
Forest Preserve District. 


Belleau is in eastern Des Plaines be- 


tween Dempster street and Busse High- 
way. Axehead is south of Touhy Avenue 
between River Road and the Des Plaines 
River 


State of Illinois Conservation Depart- 


ment personnel hauled the 5,000 fish to 
Axehead and Belleau from the federal 
fish hatchery at LaCrosse, Wis. The dis- 


trict fish biologist said these two lakes 
are particularly suitable for rainbow 
trout because of physical and chemical 
properties that enable the trout to thrive 
all year around. For example, both lakes 
contain sufficient dissolved oxygen in 
temperatures essential for the continued 
growth of this species of fish. 


The district arranges for restocking of 


Belleau and Axehead every spring. How- 
ever, each year some of these trout es- 
cape the anglers and keep on growing. In 
the past, two to three-pound trout have 
been taken from the two lakes, with

"It's unreal out there at times, and the 


older you get the more afraid you get," 
the Chicago Black Hawks' outstanding 
goalie said Monday at the Paddock Pub- 
lications Pro Sports Club Luncheon, • 


"You know you're not really afraid 


that you'll get hurt, but afraid that some- 
one is going to score on you. Everytime 
they come down the ice, you're afraid 
the puck is going to go in." 


Esposlto talked about this pressure as 


he finished his lunch and waited to make 
a short presentation to the guests at Old 
Orchard Country Club. He also talked 
about it later after he had signed his last 
autograph. 


"It's a job and I have to do it," the 28- 


year-old National Hockey League star 
continued, "but it's tough and I can't say

1 really like it. I get more rest now be- 
tween games, but there's still that pres- 
sure. 


"When you play regularly, you are 


more relaxed, knowing you have the job, 
but I still get very emotional before a 
game. It's important. You have to be 
psyched up because a goalkeeper's job 
isn't physical. You're not skating out 
there. It's emotional." 


Goalies have always ted tortured lives. 
Glenn Hall, one of the great goalies in 


hockey history, was unbelievably tense, 
often vomiting during games, before 
games, and after them. If he suffered an 
attack of nausea on the ice he tried to 
control it by breathing deep: 
'1 learned 


that by watching basketball players on 
the foul line," he said. 


"Tiny" Thompson of Boston was car- 


ried out of an arena without a puck ever 
touching him. Boston's Frankie Brimsek 
was known to yell hysterically, "Goal! 
Gonl!". when he saw the flashing ml 
light of a police car. Bill Dttrnan of Mon- 
treal once walked out in the middle of a 
playoff. 


Hockey goalies eventually 
adopted 


masks to ward off the terror of a puck 
rising at 120 mph toward an unprotected 
head. Jacques Plante was the first major 
leaguer to wear a mask regularly, start- 
Ing in 19S9. What Jacques planted, vir- 
tually all other goalies repeated by the 
late 1960s, for widespread use of the cur- 
ved stick made the slap shot not merely 
cranium-high but also viciously unpredic- 
table. 


But the pressure is still there. It will 


always be there. 


Esposito also talked about his style of 


goalkeeping. a style that reminds me of 
a shortstop in baseball. 


Me doesn't ling the goal posts as do 


most goalies. He'll move off to the side a 
little, figuring he'll be better balanced to 
slide across the crease if the direction of 
the attack suddenly changes. In short, he 
prefers to roam, and that includes com- 
ing out of the net much more daringly 
than most goalies. 


He comes out freely, often 'wandering', 


as his coach Billy Reay used to com- 
plain, to cut down the angles even more 
sharply and to gamble on sweeping the 
puck away from an onrushing opposition 
forward. 


He carries his stick in his left hand and 


catches the puck with his right. When 
he's crouching, his pads are touching, 
but his lower legs are bent outward so he 
can move in either direction freely. 


His position also keeps the puck from 


going through his pads, although occa- 
sionally he separates them to give the 
shooter a target, then snaps them shut, a 
feat requiring great timing. He has a 
way of dropping to his knees and spread- 
ing the pads out to either side on certain 
kinds of shots, mostly from the point. 
Sometimes he dives with his right leg 
when making a stop, but seldom touches 
the ice with his left knee unless he flops, 
which he does quite a bit. 


"I know what they say about my 


style," lie admitted Monday at the sports 
luncheon. "I know it makes more sense 
to slay in the crease, but once in a while 
you have to take your chances when the 
puck is loose in front and an opposing 
player is the nearest man to it. You've 
got to gamble a little. 


"I never go for the puck unless I think 


I've got a better than equal chance of 
beating the other guy to it, I've been 
lucky most of the time." 


In Esposito's 
first year the Black 


Hawks went from last to first place. In 
his second year they went to the seventh 
game of the final round of the Stanley 
Cupt. They just clinched the division title 
for a third straight year and will try 
again for the Cup.

sito's style? 
• • • 


IT'S TIME TO admit I was wrong. 
I didn't like the idea of a two-class sys- 


tem in Illinois high school basketball 
when it was first proposed. When you're 
so close only to the feelings of the larger 
schools, you have trouble appreciating 
the little guy's problems. 


I watched the Class A tournament on 


television and went to Champaign for the 
Class A A fun last weekend. I know I was 
wrong. There is a place for both tourna- 
ments. 


The exposure those small schools re- 


ceived was tremendous. What a thrill it 
must have been for those kids, young- 
sters from places like Thomson and Lin- 
colnwood, to play on that Assembly Hall 
floor. 


The competition in the small-school 


tournament was close and exciting, cer- 
tainly more exciting than the Class AA 
show. No, there wasn't a Thornridge in 
the Class A tourney. There wasn't any- 
thing close, but it was still fun, lots of 
fun, and something those young men will 
never forget, 


A two-class system may not be the ulti- 


mate answer for Illinois schoolboy bas- 
ketball, but I'm convinced now it's better 
than the old setup. Growth dictates 
change. Fans must accept that. 


The biggest reasons for continuing the 


Class A tourney are the thrills and inter- 
est it creates in small communities like 
Thomson, for example, and the exposure 
it gives the small-school player.

At least half a dozen meet records ap- 


pear vulnerable as last year's entire field 
returns for this indoor season finale. 
Joining GBN, Palatine and the host 'Cats 
(which took team honors in 1969) are Ar-

c h a m p s ) , Conant, Deerfield, Forest 
View, Fremd, Elk Grove, Glenbrook 
South and Hersey. 


Since the entire Mid-Suburban league 


sans Glenbard North, Schaumburg and 
Rolling Meadows is in the running, the 
meet offers a preview of the conference 
cinder situation outdoors. The Spartans, 
Titans and Warriors are all charter 
MSL members who have subsequently 
moved on to the Central Suburban loop. 


Joe Johnson's Palatine group finished 


third in this meet last year behind 
Fremd and nearly his entire contingent 
is back this spring to make a strong bid 
for regular circuit thinclad honors. The 
Wildcat tracksters, under the direction 
this year of Jim Naglc, might also finish 
high in the running tonight along with en- 
tries from Elk Grove, Fremd and possi- 
bly Prospect and Hersey.

Wakely of GBN shattered the frosh-soph 
mark in the highs last year and equaled 
the meet underlevel record in the lows. 
He appears to be the one to beat on the 
varsity level in both categories this year. 
In the highs Frank Taucher of Elk Grove 
is also a top candidate. In the lows the 
list of prospective challengers includes 
Greg Connelly of Arlington, Pirates Jan 
Fitzgerald and Kent Mundschenk along 
with Taucher and another Spartan entry. 
The highs record is the most vulnerable 
at 6.4 


50 DASH — Glenbard North's Riha has

ST. PETERSBURG, Fla. (UPI) - It's 


a good thing for Earl Weaver they don't 
make him put his hand on a Bible and 
swear to tell the truth, the whole truth 
and nothing but the truth, so help him 
God. 


The way it is now he can't be held for 


perjury when he says it doesn't bother 
him at all that he never has been named 
manager of the year. 


Oh no, it doesn't bother the raspy- 


voiced little Baltimore manager, it kills 
him. It bothers him so much he shows 
his feelings without even realizing it 
sometimes. Like the other day. 


A newsman asked him a question per- 


taining to I he other division, the Ameri- 
can League West, and Weaver'* answer 
wus uncharacteristically curt, 


"I dunno," he snapped. "Why don't 


you go ask Dick Williams? He was man- 
ager of the year, not me." 


In 3& years with the Orioles, Weaver 


is managing a cool .750, a figure Ty Cobb 
never could match either as a ballplayer 
or a manager. 


Weaver actually has managed the Ori- 


oles only three full seasons, having taken 
over for Hank Bauer on July 11, 1968. 
Baltimore finished second that year and 
has won the American League pennant 
every year since plus the World Series 
once. 


The Orioles have never lost a playoff 


game. They've won nine in a row the last 
three seasons and last year they beat the 
Oakland A's, who were handled by the 
man designated manager of the year. 
The Orioles also established a league 
record for most victories in three con- 
secutive seasons in 19f>0-70-71 but that 
didn't matter in Hie balloting. 


Sports writers and sportscasters who 


voted for the manager of the year passed 
over Weaver each time. The general feel- 
Ing was the Orioles were so strong any- 
body could've won with them. 


The assumption doesn't always hold 


water. Sometimes it's tougher to manage 
a ball club loaded with stars than it is 
one made up primarily of rinkydinks. 
Ask Leo Durocher. 


More than that. Earl Weaver generally 


is two jumps ahead of most of the other 
managers in his league. He has brains, 
he has heart and I don't know of any 
manager in the league who knows his 
players better. 


The title manager of the year doesn't 


really mean a whole lot. It certainly 
doesn't mean as much as, say, the Most 
Valuable Player and Cy Young awards 
which are voted on by the Baseball 
Writers Association of America, but deep 
down I know Weaver thinks about it. 


"Does it hurt you that you've never 


been voted manager of the year?" I 
asked Weaver. 


"Naah," he said. "It can't." 
"Why can't it?" 
"Well, look at it this way: You go 


around and ask a good baseball fan, not 
a sports writer, but a real fan, who is the 
National League manager of the year 
and he can't even tell you." 


• Weaver paused a moment. 
"If you're trying to remember who it 


is," he said, "I'll give you a hint. It 
wasn't the world championship man- 
ager." 


"Okay," I said to Weaver, "who was 


it?" "Fox," he answered triumphantly. 
"Now tell me his first name?" 


"Charlie," I said. 
"All right," said Weaver, giving me 


that much. "It wouldn've hurt maybe if 
everybody ignored me but they didn't. I 
got the Clark Griffith Award in Washing- 
ton; the Will Harridge Award in Chicago 
and the Outstanding Man of the Year 
Award in St. Louis two years in a row. 
So I did okay." 


"What about the loss to Pittsburgh in 


the series?" I asked Him. "Are you over 
that now?" 


"A long time ago," he said. "The real 


bad feeling lasted only an hour. I went 
home, I cried, then I threw up and when 
I walked out of the bathroom I imme- 
diately began thinking about this year." 


Earl Weaver has some Casey Stengel 


in him. When Stengel was once asked at 
the height of his success with the Yan- 
kees what made him such a good man- 
ager, he had the perfect answer. 


"My players," he said. Weaver feels 


the same way. 


"I think we got the greatest kids who 


ever put on clothes," he says. "I don't 
only mean baseball uniforms. I'm talking 
about coats and ties. The Palmers, 
McNallys, Robinsons, Blairs, Powells, 
Rettenmuncls, Bufords and Belangers, all 
of 'em. You don't meet better people." 


Earl Weaver isn't such bad people 


himself. He's a good manager, too, 


Good enough to be manager of the 


year. In my book, anyway.

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Pro Raid On College Football? 
Paterno Would Take It In Stride 


by RALPH NOVAK 


NEW YORK fNEA) - Let's say that 


sometime in the near future Penn State 
University has this 250-pound sophomore 
linebacker who runs the 50-yard dash in 
4A seconds, is three times as aggressive 
as Dick Butkus and has not missed a 
tackle in nine years. 


And let's say that the Philadelphia 


Eagles' pay said linebacker $500,000 to 
quit school and turn pro. 


Would Penn State coach Joe Paterno 


(1) take the matter to the Supreme 
Court; (2) accuse the sophomore of dis- 
loyalty to his school and possible Com- 
munist leanings; (3) threaten to hold his 
breath until the player returned; (4) 
shrug his shoulders in acceptance of 
grim reality and wish the player good 
luck? 


If you choose any of the first three an- 


swers, it shows you know something 
about big time college football coaches. 
But It also shows you do not know Joe 
Paterno. 


"I'd be unhappy to lose a good player, 


of course, but what can you do?" Pa- 
terno says. "Somebody offers a kid more 
money than he's ever seen before and he 
knows that if he doesn't take it. he might 
go out to practice tomorrow, break his 
leg and lose his chance forever. And he 
sees coaches jumping from school to 
school to get more money. How could I 
tell him to stay In school? There's 
enough hypocrisy around already." 


Since pro football has not yet con- 


tracted the college raiding bug that has 
afflicted pro basketball, Paterno hasn't 
had to deal with that hypothetical situ- 
ation. He has, however, thought about it, 
he said here recently during a break in 
his speaking tour for the American Foot- 
ball Coaches Assn.-Tea Council physical 
fitness program. 


"There are a lot of reason 
1* why we 


haven't had the raiding problem in foot- 
ball yet," he says. "One is that in bas- 


ketball the individual player stands out 
more and you can pick up one player and 
make your whole team. Another is that 
because pro basketball hasn't had a 
merger, each league has to worry about 
the other signing the best players And 
then the pro football teams don't want to 
tamper with the nice farm system they 
have in the colleges, either." 


Then he all but yawns and adds, "In 


any event, raiding only involves a few 
kids out of the thousands and thousands 
who participate in college sports, I don't 
see what everyone is getting excited 
about." 


Unusual talk for a football coach. Typi- 


cal for Paterno. 


Winning is not everything," Vince 


Lombard! said. "It is the only thing." 


"You can't tell kids that a football loss 


is a tragedy," Joe Paterno says. "If we 
win, great. If we lose, it's not the end of 
the world. There will be another game 
next Saturday and the Saturday after 
that." 


What kind of coach would say things 


like that? 


Well, for one thing, Paterno is the kind 


of coach who has the best record of any 
major college coach in the country. Since 
he became head coach at Penn State in 
1966, his teams have won S3 games, lost 
11, tied one. 


He is also the kind of coach who pro- 
tests about recruiting practices, protests 
about the NCAA, protests about red- 
shirting, protests about tyrannical win- 
at-all-costs coaches until sometimes it 
seems he doth protest too much. 


But he is also, rarest of all, the kind of 


coach who keeps himself and his job in 
perspective. 


"I shouldn't really talk about what's 


happening in basketball because I don't 
know anything about it," he says at one 
point. "But then there are those who say 
I don't know anything about football, ei- 
ther." 


And: "There's a lot of talk about how a 


kid should be loyal lo his school. Well, 
school gets a lot out of a kid, too. You 
have a good athlete who handles himself 
well off the field, he attracts a lot of 
favorable publicity. Your school can 
have the best librarian in the world and 
nobody will ever know it. An All-Amcri- 
can football player is something else." 


And: "I know everybody says this but 


I mean it: We want student-athletes at 
Penn State, not just athletes. There are 
more things to life than football." 
(Pa- 


terno never even tried to recuit Joe 
Namath even though Namath's high 
school coach was one of Paterno's best 
friends. Namath's grades were too poor, 
Paterno said.) 


These attitudes have not made Paterno 


popular with many of his fellow coaches 
or the athletic establishment in general 
but his players speak highly of him and, 
not incidentally, they win a lot of games 
for him. And pro teams have shown an 
interest in him, maverick attitude or no. 


"I wouldn't want to close off my possi- 


bilities by saying I would definitely never 
want to coach in the pros," he says. "But 
right now I'm very happy doing just 
what I'm doing. I'm not sure I would 
ever want to be in a situation where win- 
ning was my only goal."

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But Sport Must Take Immediate Steps 
There Are Answers To Basketball Problems 


by LARttY MLYNCZAK 


THE PERSON HAS probably yet to be 


born who loves the game of basketball 
more than Gaston Freeman. 


Freeman, the head cage coach at 


Maine West, has devoted more than a 
quarter of a century to the game as a 
player and a coach. His credentials as a 
coach speak for themselves — 461 vic- 
tories. 


Now. one would hardly figure that a 


man who has spent so much time and 
energy into a sport would speak out 
against the game. But Freeman does. 
And he has his reasons. 


"Basketball on all levels must re-cval- 


nnlo itself." he said. "The sport needs to 
give itself a close examination. 


"What basketball people fail to real- 


ize, especially in this area, is that bas- 
ketball is no longer the kingpin of winter 
sports. 


"We have to compete for spectators 


with wrestling and gymnastics and now 
swimming is starting to draw. 


"Now, I'm not against wrestling, gym- 


nastics and swimming. There is plenty of 
Interest in each of these sports and they 
deserve their spectators, too. 


"What has happened," Freeman con- 


tinued, "is that basketball has lost Us 
fans on the high school level in this area. 
Some ol these fans have turned to the 
other winter sports. But, there are many 
others who do not .attend any sports 
event. I'm talking about the people who 
were genuine basketball fans, who had

The facts and figures certainly stand 


behind Freeman. 


Attendances at 
most 
games 
were 


drastically small. It would be fair to esti- 
mate that at 75 per cent of all the high 
school basketball games in the area, the 
gymnasiums' capacities (usually 2,000 to 
3,000) were not even half filled at any 
game during the season. 


At one game at the Niles North Holi- 


day Tournament, there were 48 (forty- 
eight!) spectators in attendance. 


"We have to get the basketball fan 


back Into the gymnasium," 
Freeman 


said. "And the only way to do this is to 
present a better product." 


According to Freeman, one way to im- 


prove the package would be to alter offi- 
ciating philosophies somewhat. 


"The officials have taken over the 


game," the Warrior coach said. "There 
have been games in recent years that 
have been nothing more than free throw 
shooting contests." 


Freeman believes in the officiating phi- 


losophy of "no harm, no foul," some- 
what like the NBA. 


"The officials are calling the game too 


close," he said. "I believe that if a foul 
gains an advantage, such as bumping un- 
der the boards (or rebounding positioning 
or bumping a shooter, then a foul should 
be called. But, the accidental fouls, the 
fouls 
which do not affect anything, 


should not be called." 


Not only do harmless fouls produce a 


free throw shooting contest, according to 
Freeman, they also drastically change 
the complexion of the game. 


"When I was at Streater, I traveled to 


Champaign to see a boy I especially 
wanted to see," he said. "He was having 
a real good year and I wanted to see him 
for myself. I'd bet there were others 
there that night for the same reason. 


"So, what happens, the boy gets four 


fouls called on him in the first quarter 
and two of them weren't even worth call- 
ing. The coach had to pull him out of the 
game and the fans missed seeing what 
they particularly came to see." 


Freeman feels that basketball lost a 


few fans that night — and many, many 
other nights in which the star attraction 
was so thoroughly watched by the offi- 
cials that he barely played half the game 
due to fouls. 


All of the better big players in the area 


— Mark Bondeson, Tom Spicer, Doug 
Myers, Andy Pancratz, Dave Corzine, 
Roger Wood — were, at one time or an- 
other, forced to play timid basketball to 
avoid fouling out. 


"People make special trips to see the 


top players," Freeman said. "But, if the 
player is called for so many little fouls 
and has to either sit on the bench in foul 
trouble or play timid on the court, the 
fans are getting cheated. They're not get- 
ting their money's worth." 


Another way to bring the fans back 


would be to improve basketball's overall 
entertainment package, 
o "Basketball people arc going to have 
to face up to the fact thai we arc com- 
peting for 
I lie entertainment dollar," 


Freeman said. "Since there are so many

different forms of entertainment in this 
area, we have to compete with them and 
make onr attraction worthwhile to see." 


One way would be to make a basket- 


ball night more of a spectacle, more of a 
show — supplying more enjoyable enter- 
tainment. Somehow this show must gain 
the enthusiasm of the spectators. 


The school band can play a vital role 


in gaining enthusiasm from the stands. 
All it has to do is supply a few rousing 
numbers — school song, famous march- 
es, Sweet Georgia Brown, a couple of 
contemporary rock numbers and all that. 


Better, snappier warmup drills before 


the game — behind the back passes, be- 
tween the legs dribbles, crisp weaving 
patterns and warmup plays, etc. — can 
bring a crowd to life. 


A good halftime show always keeps the 


crowd buzzing. 


Surely, someone is going to bring up 


the incident at the University of Min- 
nesota when the Gophers played Ohio 
State a couple of months ago. There arc 
those who say that the pre-game shinani- 
gans brought the crowd to a frenzy and 
overenthusiasm helped bring on an ugly 
incident. 


Hogwash. 
The incident at Minnesota involved the 


players and no more than two or three 
spectators. Mostly, the crowd was there 
to enjoy themselves at a basketball 
game, not sit at ringside of a brawl. 


And, if spectators do not enjoy them- 


selves, they certainly will not be back 
next week. 


Finally, the best way to pack the gym- 


nasiums is to present better quality dur- 
ing the games themselves. 


The basic reason why gymnastics and 


wrestling have grown in popularity is the 
quality presented. A spectator knows 
when he attends a gymnastics meet in 
the suburbs, he is watching some of the 
best high school gymnastics in the coun- 
try. 


The quality of wrestling is improving 


with every season and ranks right up 
there with the rest of the nation. 


Basketball's quality has hit a plateau 


in this area. The style of play and the 
quality have not improved in recent 
years. The Central Suburban and Mid- 
Suburban Leagues presented barely av- 
erage basketball this past season. 


This writer, for one, would never pay a 


buck and a quarter to see New Trier 
West and Glcnbrook South play each oth- 
er. The quality presented did not mea- 
sure up to a buck and a quarter's worth. 
There were numerous other matchups in 
the two leagues which did not merit the 


asking price of admission. 


A Hinsdale Central-Arlington gymnas- 


tics meet will draw because of the out- 
standing quality. 


A Hersey-Maine East wrestling meet 


will draw because of the outstanding 
quality. 


A new Trier West-Glenbrook South bas- 


ketball game plays before a near empty 
gymnasium because of a lack of quality. 


This is not a Doomsday prophecy for 


high school basketball in this area. The 
game itself still has its appeal. But, it 
must put together a better entertainment 
package for its spectators and not take 
its spectators for granted. 


The coaches, of course, can not do this 


alone. They must have help from the ad- 
ministration and the community. But, 
the coaches can start the ball rolling. 


Only if this is done, will basketball 


reach the heights of popularity which it 
has enjoyed in years past.

Scene Of Fatal 


Village officials in Schaumburg and 


representatives from the Cook County 
Highway Department have begun action 
to initiate a study of vehicular and pe- 
destrian traffic along Springuisguth Road 
near the Jane Addams Junior High 
School. 
» 


The area was the scene of a fatal pe- 


destrian accident last fall. Another child 
was injured by an automobile there last 
year. 


Letters from Police Chief Martin Con- 


roy, Paul Derda, director of the Schaum- 
burg Park District and Village Engineer 
Joe Zgonina have been sent to the high- 
way department requesting additional 
traffic safety devices. 


Besides the junior high school, several 


elementary schools and a park and 
swimming pool complex are located in 
the area. 


Conroy said he met with Ed Whiston, 


district traffic engineer, this week to dis- 
cuss the matter, with discussion centered 
around the possible placement of cross- 
walks. 


Whiston said Thursday if the village or 


park district were to extend sidewalks to 
the edge of the road at the Springinsguth 
H o a d Dartmouth Lane intersection, 
crosswalks could be painted and pedes- 
trian crossing signs erected. The park 
would be dona as soon as the weather 


improves and the sidewalks are extend- 
ed, he said. 


A traffic study to determine if electric 


signals or a stop sign are needed could 
then be conducted, said Whiston. In- 
stallation of the signals or signs would be 
at the expense of the village, if the traf- 
fic flow is heavy enough to warrant their 
installation, he said. 


Shortly after the fatality last year, a 


group of mothers met to discuss the situ- 
ation and possible remedies of what they 
felt was a hazardous condition. 


Present arrangements between the 


schools and highway department provide 
for one crosswalk, within the school 
speed zone, per school, Whiston ex- 
plained. 


There are three crosswalks in the area. 


But Whiston said youngsters attending 
Jane Addams and park district activities 
are crossing Springinsguth at Dartmouth 
rather than Norwell Lanrj, which is north 
of the school site. 


Whiston said the highway department 


will also replace several speed limit and 
school zone signs in the area. 


The department presently is preparing 


a reply to Conroy's letter, explaining ac- 
tions the village must take before a traf- 
fic study can be conducted, said Whiston. 


Conroy plans to meet with highway de- 


partment representatives in the near fu- 
ture to discuss the matter.

He 
declined, however, to disclose specifi- 
cally what the specific objections are. 


In past hearings on the application, ob- 


jections to the proposal have been voiced 
by village officials.

In two years a steady flow of com- 


plaints has turned Sehaumburg's local 
bureau of the Illinois Consumer Fraud 
Division into one of the few self-sustain- 
ing suburban offices of its type. 


Operated by Joseph F. Greco, an attor- 


ney who resides in the village, the bu- 
reau occupies whatever available space 
exists in the Great Hall each Saturday. 


However, soon village officials will 


provide permanent quarters for Greco 
and the bureau in Jennings House Youth 
Center, a building used until last month 
for park district offices and recreation 
space. 


The Schaumburg office handles com- 


plaints from an area bounded by Elgin 
on the west, Arlington Heights on the 


east and Glendale Heights on the south. 


Many complaints handled by the local 


bureau are of a seasonal nature, and in- 
volve problems with home improvement 
firms, landscapers and furnace repair 
and servicing operations, Greco reports. 


IN CONTRAST TO a number of other

to Schaumburg residents before the 
salesman apparently "skipped" to anoth- 
er state, Greco said. 


Greco became associated with the Illi- 


nois Consumer Fraud Division while 
completing his senior year in law school, 
and at that time handled Northwest sub- 
urban complaints.

59000 Fire District Budget Asked 
, 


A tentative budget expected to be al- 


most $50,000 greater than tax revenues 
was released Wednesday by the trustees 
of the Hoffman Estates Fire Protection 
District. 


The trustees approved a budget hear- 


ing to be held May 3. 


Trustee Jack Callison recommended 


the board meet in the near future in ex- 
ecutive session to discuss ways of bring- 
ing the budget into line with anticipated 
tax receipts. 


Francis E. Kelly, fire district attorney, 


said while definite figures on the dis- 


trict's assessed valuation have not been 
received, the district could expect to re- 
ceive about $280,000 in the coming fiscal 
year. 


The budget submitted by Callison was 


$359,000. However, trustees pointed out 
that about 
$40,000 can 
be obtained 


through separate levies. Items such as 
insurance, pensions and auditing are 
paid with a separate fund. 


Trustees have been hampered by the 


fact figures on the assessed valuation of 
the district have not been released by the 
county assessor's office. Kelly said the 


figures may be available by mid-April. 


The budget, which was the only item 


discussed during a brief meeting, will be 
published in the Herald next month. 


The major increases over the past year 


are $45,000 in wages for personnel and 
$8,000 in the amount for volunteer fire- 
fighters who are paid on call. 


Kelly said the budget would have to be 


trimmed, adding the financial picture 
should improve when new construction in 
the district eventually gets on the tax 
rolls.

Versatility Key To Fire Program 


by STEVE BROWN 


Versatility is the word Ken Johnson 


uses most often to describe the aims of 
the fire science program being offered at 
Harper College In Palatine. 


"We try to broaden th<2 basic training 


a young man may receive as a fireman 
and provide him with information that 
will allow him to move into other areas," 
said Johnson, who is coordinator of the 
fire science program and an assistant 
professor at Harper. 


Johnson said the program is aimed at 


teaching areas which are not generally 
covered to any great extent by local fire 
departments. Many of the students are 
fuU-time firemen. 


In the future he hopes the program at- 


tracts high school graduates as well as 
men who are already working as fire- 
men, he added. 


Beside the obvious career with a fire 


department, Johnson explains the pro- 
gram can also lead to careers in indus- 
trial fire protection programs, fire rating 
bureaus and the insurance field. 


THE PROGRAM, which currently has 


98 students enrolled, leads to an associ- 
ate degree in applied science or in arts, 
Johnson came to Harper's program after 
teaching at Oklahoma State University 
and the University of Nevada last sum- 
mer. Fire Science has been offered since 
1969 at Harper. 


Johnson emphasized the concept of 


broadening the occupational opportu- 
nities which could be opened to a person 
enrolled in the program. 


A person might be dissatisfied with his 


current position in a fire department or 
frustrated by few opportunities for pro- 
motion, but he has no place to go if he 
quits, Johnson said. The program offers 
a diversified group of courses which pro- 
vide a choice of careers, he said. 


In the future, the program probably 


will see more emphasis being placed on 
day courses. Currently, all of the 11 
courses are offered at night. Most of 
them are being taught in area fire 
houses. Beside Johnson, local firemen

Hit For Seeking 
Glenview Image 


Another developer has come under fire 


for not using the name "Wheeling" in 
advertisements for his local devel- 
opment. 


Village board members this week were 


critical of Tall Trees Inc., the developers 
of the Sanclpebble Walk condominiums 
for recent advertisements which implied 
the development is in Glenview. 


The condominium project is actually 


within the Village of Wheeling on the 
north side of Palatine Road, west of 
Wheeling Road. 


Board members asked Village Clerk 


Evelyn Diens to write the developer 
asking that advertisements and press re- 
leases Include the fact that the project is 
in Wheeling. 


Trustee Michael Valenzo said village 


officials "would like the public to know 
they (the developments) are in Wheel- 
ing." 


Valenza did praise Zale Construction 


Co. for a change made in its advertising 
for the Lakeside Villas project. 


The new ads include the fact that the 


townhouse project is in Wheeling. 


BOARD MEMBERS had sharply criti- 


cized Zale on several occasions recently 
for implying the townhouse project was 
located in Arlington Heights instead of 
Wheeling. 


"We no sooner get done with one than 


we get another," Valenza said about the 
Sandpebble Walk advertising. 


The trustee also noted Quincy Park 


Quadrominiums located in the unincorpo- 
rated area south of the village have been 
carrying the name "Wheeling" in adver- 
tisements. 


Roger Strieker, village director of pub- 


lic safety, commented that village fire 
protection officials are concerned about 
the safety of the Quincy Park devel- 
opment. 


"They couldn't qualify to build in 


Wheeling," Strieker said, explaining the 
project does not meet village codes. 


Valenza said since the developers of 


the project are using the name Wheeling, 
"they must like us." 


Hintz-Elmhurst Property 
Annex Asked By Jetco 


A proposal that property 125 feet south 


of Hlntz Road on the west side of Elm- 
hurst Road be annexed to Wheeling has 
been presented to the village board. 


The property was suggested as a site 


for a restaurant several months ago. 


The village board asked its attorney to 


prepare the necessary ordinance to make 
Che annexation official. 


The petition requesting the annexation 


was filed by Jetco Properties Inc. 


IN OTHER action at the village board 


meeting this week the board approved an 
order for four new squad cars for the 
village police department. 


The cars would replace existing ones 


that have between 60,000 and 80,000 miles 
on them, even though they are only 12 
months old. 


Roger Strieker, director of public safe- 


ty, told the board the cost of maintaining 
the current cars Is higher than the cost 
of new ears. 


"We don't want to get into a situation 


where we don't have any cars running," 
he said. 


The money for the cars will be includ- 


ed In the budget for the next fiscal year, 
which begins in May, Strieker explained, 
but village administrators wanted per- 
mission to order the cars now. 


The board also voted to hire Richard 


E. Moke and Co. to do the annual exam- 
ination of village financial statements at 
a cost of approximately $4,800. 


BOARD MEMBERS met in closed ses- 


sion for part of the meeting to discuss 
land acquisition. 


A request from a local veterans' organi- 


zations for the village to choose a route 


and approve the time for the annual Me- 
morial Day parade was referred to 
Strieker for study. 


The board asked him to report back 


with recommendations for the route. 


Trustee Michael Valenza read figures 


from the building reports for the month 
of February as evidence that Wheeling's 
building boom is still in full swing. 


Building permit fees totaling $19,462.74 


were collected for the month on devel- 
opments which will be valued 
at 


$2,455,407.76, according to the report. 


For the month of February a year ago 


the village collected only $217 in permit 
fees for developments valued at $16,007. 


A letter from Wheeling High School

was read aloud at the meeting.

Come Fly With Me! (On Hovercraft) 


Visitors to the Dam No. 1 Forest Pre- 


serve near Wheeling Sunday will get a 
special treat as Illinois Hovercraft, Inc. 
puts on a demonstration of its Hov- 
ercraft, a vehicle which rides on a cush- 
ion of air. 


Representatives from the company will 


demonstrate the vehicles from 9 a.m. to 
dusk on the Des Plaines River, and will 
give free rides to the public. The two- 


seat craft, known as a "Hoverbug," can 
carry one adult or an adult and a small 
child in addition to the driver. 


Company representative George Hot- 


ter said two of the machines will be 
available for the demonstrations. He said 
the U.S. Navy is currently using 73 of 
the same type Hovercraft for training. 
The firm also builds much larger, pas- 


senger-carrying types which are used by 
the Navy. 


The vehicle is capable of traveling 


over land, water, ice, snow, mud or 
swamps. It rides on a cushion of air 
created by strong fans, and is driven by 
a large propeller similar to that of an 
airplane. The crafts are steered by rud- 
ders which also operate similar to rud- 
ders on airplanes. 


St. Mary's Open 
House Is Sunday 


by RICH HONACK 


"Rediscover, Reinvest and Register" 


is the theme of an open house sponsored 
by St. Mary's School in Buffalo Grove 
Sunday. The program will begin at 1:30 
p.m. 


The main object of the "3 R's pro- 


gram" is to give the community some 
insight into the activities and teaching 
methods of St. Mary's. Sister Katherine 
Mary, principal, will begin the program 
with a slide presentation of the school in 
action. 


Following the opening presentation vis- 


itors will be invited to take a firsthand 
look at the school. They are scheduled to 
see the new concept of "vertical group- 
ings" in the primary grades, individ- 
ualized instruction in the intermediate 
grades and the operation of the junior 
high school section. 


Although St. Mary's has been in Buf- 


falo Grove since pre-civil war days, it is 
one of the most modern schools in regard 
to curriculum. 


SISTER KATHERINE said until recent 


years, curriculum and its content have 
been of paramount importance in the 
schools. She said the theory was, "here 
is the curriculum and the children will fit 
it." 


"Today," Sister Katherine said, "we 


have the students and get a curriculum 
to fit ther needs. We feel we are doing 
this at St. Mary's." 


In the primary grades the school is 


mainly concerned with getting the new 
concept across to the community. In four 
rooms of the school there is a multi-age 
grouping (vertical grouping) of six and 
seven-year-old i:hildren. There is also a 
complete room of six-year-olds and one 
for seven-year-olds. 


Third graders are mixed in their home- 


rooms and are separated according to 
age for such subjects as reading and 
mathematics. Within all the groups the 
idea of individualization is emphasized. 


IN ALL THE PRIMARY classrooms 


the school is attempting to break down 
grade barriers to allow each child to pro- 
ceed at his own rate of learning. Sister 
Katherine said, "We have no test scores 
to give us accurate figures on how the 
children compare to conventional learn- 
ing, but we feel, as do the parents, that 
this method is much better." 


The intermediate grades follow a more 


departmentalized program. Their classes 
are more structured and they do not do 
as much individual work as the primary 
grades. 


Sister Katherine said, "We are trying 


to get the new program started in the 
intermediate classes, but this can't be 
done overnight." 


Intermediate classes are also given the 


opportunity - to select certain elective 
courses. They are: advanced art, black 
history, crafts, drama 
and commu- 


nication skills. No grades are given for 
these subjects. 


IN THE JUNIOR high school section, 


students work on specific schedules. 
However, the students are given some 
freedom in how they progress through 
the classes. 


For instance, in the reading program a 


student works in a non-graded situation. 
Each student is allowed material on his 


own level of ability, with the projected 
goal of extending and increasing that lev- 
el of ability in a systematic and natural 
way. 


This program is opposite to those 


based on grade level, which are struc- 
tured 
time 
blocks for the 
accom- 


plishment of a certain amount of mate- 
rial within a given time. 


St. Mary's has an enrollment of 770 


students. According to Sister Katherine 
there is room for approximately 150 
m o r e before the school 
becomes 


crowded. She also said a majority of the 
students are in the intermediate grades 
and junior high school. 


"Our primary grades are not where we 


would like them, but this is primarily 
due to the population decrease," said Sis- 
ter Katherine. 


A faculty of 24 full-time and six part- 


time teachers help staff the school. They 
are aided by students and parents who 
act as teacher aides. Of the 24 teachers 
five are Teaching Sisters of St. Francis 
and live on the school campus. 


Starting teachers with a bachelor's de- 


gree usually make about $6,600. This is 
about $1,000 less than public school start- 
ing teachers earn. 


Despite the new programs and the help 


of dedicated teachers, the school still op- 
erates at a deficit of $100,000 a year. 


THE SCHOOL CHARGES a tuition of 


$125 for the first child enrolled and a flat 
fee of $200 a year for two or more chil- 
dren. Sister Katherine said there is a 
possibility the fees will be raised slightly 
next year. She added it will not be over a 
$15 raise. 


St. Mary's will give old and new par- 


ents an opportunity to register their 
children for the 1972-73 school year follow- 
ing the open house Sunday. They may 
also come to the school office all day 
Monday and Tuesday to register. 


St. Mary's encompasses students from 


their own parish as well as St. Edna's in 
Arlington Heights. It also takes students 
from six different public school districts. 


Trustees Agree Not 
To Change Sign Law

bility of changing village ordinances to 
allow the two types of signs.

which bans the signs. 


Trustees Edward Berger and Michael 


Valenza opposed any changes in the 
existing ban, however. 


Berger commented that to change the 


law would "bring up a lot of old dead 
coals." Valenza noted that 10 or 15 exist- 
ing businesses in town have asked for 
rotating or blinking signs in recent years- 
and have been refused. 


The board members agreed informally 


to leave the ordinances as they are.

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School Lunch 
Survey Results 
Mostly Favorable 


Results of a school lunch program 


survey presented to the Cist. 96 school 
board last week were mostly favorable. 


Parents voted 276 to 79 to continue the 


present program. They were surveyed in 
late February and the first half of 
March. 


Students at both Dist. 96 schools, Kil- 


deer and Willow Grove, were asked to 
take the following questions home to 
their parents: 


—Do your children generally take hot 


lunch? 


-ARE 
YOUR children satisfied with 


the lunches now being served? 


—Would you like to see the current 


program discontinued? 


Parents at Kltdeer said most of their 


children take hot lunch of school, their 
children are satisfied with the lunches 
and they would not like to see the pro- 
gram discontinued. 


But parents at Willow Grove School 


said a majority of their children do not 
take a hot lunch, and those that do are 
not satisfied with them. The parents, 
however, voted 155 to 67 to keep the pro- 
gram in the district. 


Willow Grove parents were also asked 


a fourth question which they voted down: 
"Do you favor children within a given 
radius of Willow Grove going home for 


lunch? Necessary adjustments in sched- 
ules would be made to allow for this.)" 


MANY PARENTS FROM both groups 


commented on the current lunch pro- 
grams. Some of the Kildeer comments 
were: 


—"More food for this age group, espe- 


cially on soup and sandwich day." 


—"Completely satisfied with the pro- 


gram as it exists." 


Willow Grove parents gave the follow- 


ing comments: 


"Everything is heated in one tray-even 


the desserts, like applesauce, pineapple, 
etc. Food is not even the quality of T.V. 
dinners." 


—"They have good lunches at Kildeer. 


Why can't they bring them over here?" 


—"If having a hot lunch program is a 


financial burden on the school district, I 
would just as soon havae it discontinued." 


THE BOARD SAID it would not make 


any recommendations at this time. The 
members said they would wait until the 
end of the current school year and study 
the program and survey closer at that 
time 


William Hitzeman, Dist. 96, superin- 


tendent, said he was surprised at the fa- 
vorable response from the residents of 
the school district. "The community 
showed interest and is to be con- 
gratulated," he said. 


Clouds Over Clearbrook Plan 


Clearbrook 
won't have completely 


clear sailing in its efforts to get use of 
the Sacred Heart convent for a residen- 
tial center for retarded adults. 


The Northwest Human Resources De- 


velopment Center, currently quartered in 
the convent, is going to seek an agree- 
ment with the Archdiocese of Chicago 
that will allow them to continue renting 
the building. 


Ray Neuekranz, an administrative as- 


sistant at the Human Resources Center, 
said yesterday "we are still interested in 
the facilities, and will be talking to the 
archdiocese. That's all I can say now." 


Neuekranz said he is aware that Clear- 


brook is also interested in the convent. 


The Human Resources Center located 


in the convent about two years ago. They 
had been renting from the Religious Or- 
der of the Sacred Heart, the order of sis- 
ters who owned the high school and con- 
vent up until several weeks ago. 


B E C A U S E OF overwhelming in- 


debtedness at Sacred Heart, the order 
turned over ownership to the arch- 
diocese. The terms of the change in own- 
ership are still being worked out. 


The center maintains the Rolling 


Meadows Youth Referral Commission, 
which counsels city juveniles on matters 
ranging from drug abuse to legal diffi- 
culties. It also provides counseling for 
adults. 


The youth referral program has drawn 


commendation from city officials, and 
the city funds the program and refers 
young people to it through the police de- 
partment. 


But vhe center's stay In the convent 


has been marked by hassles with the city 
over zoning. The convent's two-acre site 
is zoned for residential dwellings, not in- 
stitutional facilities. 


The center has approached the city 


several times for rezoning, but each time 
without success. The last time, more 
than a month ago, a special city zoning 
board turned .down the request, placing 
the center's future in doubt. 


AT THAT TIME, Mayor Roland Meyer 


said there was speculation that the sis- 
ters were planning to sell the school and 
convent. Meyer said the city's decision 
not to rezone the property was largely 
based on the uncertainty about future 
ownership of the convent. 


If either Clearbrook or the Human Re- 


sources Center enter into a rental agree- 
ment with the archdiocese, the property 
owners would have to seek rezoning of 
the property for institutional use.

Come Fly With Me! (On Hovercraft) 


Visitors to the Dam No. 1 Forest Pre- 


serve near Wheeling Sunday will get a 
special treat as Illinois Hovercraft, Inc. 
puts on a demonstration of its Hov- 
ercraft, a vehicle which rides on a cush- 
ion of air, 


Representatives from the company will 


demonstrate the vehicles from 9 a.m. to 
dusk on the Des Plaines River, and will 
give free rides to the public. The two- 


seat craft, known as a "Hoverbug," can 
carry one adult or an adult and a small 
child in addition to the driver. 


Company representative George Klot- 


ter said two of the machines will be 
available for the demonstrations. He said 
the U.S. Navy is currently using 73 of 
the same type Hovercraft for training. 
The firm also builds much larger, pas- 


senger-carrying types which are used by 
the Navy. 


The vehicle is capable of traveling 


over land, water, ice, snow, mud or 
swamps. It rides on a cushion of air 
created by strong fans, and is driven by 
a large propeller similar to that of an 
airplane. The crafts are steered by rud- 
ders which also operate similar to rud- 
ders on airplanes. 


St. Mary's Open 
House Is Sunday 


by RICH HONACK 


"Rediscover, Reinvest and Register" 


is the theme of an open house sponsored 
by St. Mary's School in Buffalo Grove 
Sunday. The program will begin at 1:30 
p.m. 


The main object of the "3 R's pro- 


gram" is to give the community some 
insight into the activities and teaching 
methods of St. Mary's. Sister Katherine 
Mary, principal, will begin the program 
with a slide presentation of the school in 
action. 


Following the opening presentation vis- 


itors will be invited to take a firsthand 
look at the school. They are scheduled to 
see the new concept of "vertical group- 
ings" in the primary grades, individ- 
ualized instruction in the intermediate 
grades and the operation of the junior 
high school section. 


Although St. Mary's has been in Buf- 


falo Grove since pre-civil war days, it is 
one of the most modern schools in regard 
to curriculum. 


SISTER KATHERINE said until recent 


years, curriculum and its content have 
been of paramount importance in the 
schools. She said the theory was, "here 
is the curriculum and the children will fit 
it." 


"Today," Sister Katherine said, "we 


have the students and get a curriculum 
to fit ther needs. We feel we are doing 
this at St. Mary's." 


In the primary grades the school is 


mainly concerned with getting the new 
concept across to the community. In four 
rooms of the school there is a multi-age 
grouping (vertical grouping) of six and 
seven-year-old children. There is also a 
complete room of six-year-olds and one 
for seven-year-olds. 


Third graders are mixed in their home- 


rooms and are separated according to 
age for such subjects as reading and 
mathematics. Within all the groups the 
idea of individualization is emphasized. 


IN ALL THE PRIMARY classrooms 


the school is attempting to break down 
grade barriers to allow each child to pro- 
ceed at his own rate of learning. Sister 
Katherine said, "We have no test scores 
to give us accurate figures on how the 
children compare to conventional learn- 
ing, but we feel, as do the parents, that 
this method is much better." 


The intermediate grades follow a more 


departmentalized program. Their classes 
are more structured and they do not do 
as much individual work as the primary 
grades. 


Sister Katherine said, "We are trying 


to get the new program started in the 
intermediate classes, but this can't be 
done overnight." 


Intermediate classes are also given the 


opportunity to select certain elective 
courses. They are: advanced art, black 
history, 
crafts, drama 
and commu- 


nication skills. No grades are given for 
these subjects. 


IN THE JUNIOR high school section, 


students work on specific schedules. 
However, the students are given some 
freedom in how they progress through 
the classes. 


For instance, in the reading program a 


student works in a non-graded situation. 
Each student is allowed material on his 


own level of ability, with the projected 
goal of extending and increasing that lev- 
el of ability in a systematic and natural 
way. 


This program is opposite to those 


based on grade level, which are struc- 
tured 
time 
blocks 
for the 
accom- 


plishment of a certain amount of mate- 
rial within a given time. 


St. Mary's has an enrollment of 77(1 


students. According to Sister Katherine 
there is room for approximately 150 
m o r e before the school 
becomes 


crowded. She also said a majority of the 
students are in the intermediate grades 
and junior high school. 


"Our primary grades are not where we 


would like them, but this is primarily 
due to the population decrease," said Sis- 
ter Katherine. 


A faculty of 24 full-time and six part- 


time teachers help staff the school. They 
are aided 'by students and parents who 
act as teacher aides. Of the 24 teachers 
five are Teaching Sisters of St Francis 
and live on the school campus. 


Starting teachers with a bachelor's de- 


gree usually make about $6,600. This is 
about $1,000 less than public school start- 
ing teachers earn. 


Despite the new programs and the help 


of dedicated teachers, the school still op- 
erates at a deficit of $100,000 a year. 


THE SCHOOL CHARGES a tuition of 


$125 fbr the first child enrolled and a flat 
fee of $200 a year for two or more chil- 
dren. Sister Katherine said there is a 
possibility the fees will be raised slightly 
next year. She added it will not be over a 
$15 raise. 


St. Mary's will give old and new par- 


ents an opportunity to register then- 
children for the 1972-73 school year follow- 
ing the open house Sunday. They may 
also come to the school office all day 
Monday and Tuesday to register. 


St. Mary's encompasses students from 


their own parish as well as St. Edna's in 
Arlington Heights. It also takes students 
from six different public school districts. 


Trustees Agree Not

they had. 


More than 100 northwest suburban resi- 


dents, 
from 
children to grey-haired 


housewives, 
enter 
the inconspicuous 


wood-framed house, walk directly to the 
basement, and, after disrobing to ex- 
ercise leotards, begin an hour of body 
and mind-bending exercise. 


At the command of a yoga instructor, 


they contort their bodies into pretzel-like 
positions, seemingly an unusual way to 
unwind. 


"But all of these exercises are part of 


the eventual control of the body and 
mind," said Shirley Walter, who founded 
the Northwest Yoga Center about a year 
ago at her home at 2802 Grouse Ct. 


Mrs. Walter began her interest in the 


Far East's ancient art of relaxation and 
meditation when she heard a speech by 
internationally famous yoga advocate 


Swami Rama at a local church. 


"He said to start a center," she re- 


called. "I looked for a place but couldn't 
find one. Then we decided to come into 
the home." 


MRS. WALTER remodeled the base- 


ment where lessons are given and added 
a stereo recording system equipped with 
the oriental twang of the sitar. 


Her following has grown from a hand- 


ful to more than 100 students and now 
she offers classes for beginners, chil- 
dren, young adults and over 50s. "We are 
a non-profit organization. Anyone who 
wants to come to class, but doesn't have 
the money is welcome," she said. 


The Rolling Meadows yoga facility has 


spawned others like it throughout the 
United States under the direction of 
Swami Rama. The Northwest Yoga Cen- 
ter directs other centers in New York, 
Pennsylvania and Indiana. 


Some of Mrs. Walter's neighbors par- 


ticipate in the classes, but "most come 


from all over," she said. 


The Rolling Meadows center was the 


site of a recent retreat by Yoga instruc- 
tors who spent three days and nights in 
advanced meditation with Swami Rama. 


"You know," said Mrs. Walter, "be- 


fore yoga I was a typical housewife . . . 
drinking coffee, smoking all kinds of 
cigarettes and gossiping on the telephone 
... and those kaffee klatsches." 


But today the 40-year-old mother of 


three doesn't smoke or drink and says 
she seldom gossips. In fact, she doesn't 
even sleep much anymore. 


A yoga teacher herself, she meditates 


three times a day and says with the me- 
ditation "you need less sleep. I cut my 
sleep down to five hours or less a day." 


When she tells the story of how yoga 


has changed her life, there is a smile on 
her face. "It has given me peace of 
mind." she said.

Schaumburg Consumer Fraud Office Earns Its Keep

In two years a steady flow of com- 


plaints has turned Schaumburg's local 
bureau of the Illinois Consumer Fraud 
Division into one of the few self-sustain- 
ing suburban offices of its type. 


Operated by Joseph F. Greco, an attor- 


ney who resides in the village, the bu- 
reau occupies whatever available space 
exists in the Great Hall each Saturday. 


However, soon village officials will 


provide permanent quarters for Greco 
and the bureau in Jennings House Youth 
Center, a building used until last month 
for park district offices and recreation 
spaco. 


The Schaumburg office handles com- 


plaints from an area bounded by Elgin 
on the west, Arlington Heights on the 
east and Glendale Heights on the south. 


Many complaints handled by the local 


bureau are of a seasonal nature, and in- 
volve problems with home improvement 
firms, landscapers and furnace repair 
and servicing operations, Greco reports. 


IN CONTRAST TO a number of other 


bureaus, Schaumburg's complaints con- 
sist primarily of problems involving 
large dollar items, which Greco de-

Reveal A Long-Range Park 
Plan; Estimate $500,000 


A long-range plan involving possible 


expenditure of $500,000 for improvements 
ranging from land purchases to drinking 
fountain installations was wealed last 
night at a special meeting <>f the Rolling 
Meadows Park Board. 


Park Dlst. Director Dean Halterud told 


approximately SO persons that the meet- 
ing was called to get residents' opinions 
of priorities for park district spending for 
improvements to five parks in the city. 


The proposal revealed last night is to 


be a long-range plan that Hallerud said 
eould possibly take 15 years to accom- 
plish if paid for strictly out of park 
funds. 


Hallerud said before the meeting that 


the park district is going to reevaluate 
the $41,000 playground equipment propos- 
al that has drawn some criticism from 
the city council and from residents. 


He said the park district did not mean 


to give the impression that the equip- 
ment proposal was a top priority on the 
list of improvements and additions. The 
park district plans to solicit residents' 
opinions on what they think should be 
priorities. 


THE FIVE PARKS scheduled [or im- 


provements in the long-range plans are 
North Salk Park, South Salk Park, Kim- 
ball Park, Wavaerly Park, and Campbell 


Street Park. 


Some of the proposals for new equip- 


ment or improvements include land- 
scaping at all parks, possible construc- 
tion of indoor tennis courts and handball 
courts at Campbell Street and North Salk 
Park.

At the command of a yoga instructor, 


they contort their bodies into pretzel-like 
positions, seemingly an unusual way to 
unwind. 


"But all of these exercises are part of 


the eventual control of the body and 
mind," said Shirley Walter, who founded 
the Northwest Yoga Center about a year 
ago at her home at 2802 Grouse Ct. 


Mrs. Walter began her interest in the 


Far East's ancient art of relaxation and 
meditation when she heard a speech by 
internationally famous yoga 
advocate 


Swami Rama at a local church. 


"He said to start a center," she re- 


called. "I looked for a place but couldn't 
find one. Then we decided to come into 
the home." 


MRS. WALTER remodeled the base- 


ment where lessons are given and added 
a stereo recording system equipped with 
the oriental twang of the sitar. 


Her following has grown from a hand- 


ful to more than 100 students and now 
she offers classes for beginners, chil- 
dren, young adults and over 50s. "We are 
a non-profit organization. Anyone who 
wants to come to class, but doesn't have 
the money is welcome," she said. 


The Rolling Meadows yoga facility has 


spawned others like it throughout the 
United States under the direction of 
Swami Rama. The Northwest Yoga Cen- 
ter directs other centers in New York, 
Pennsylvania and Indiana. 


Some of Mrs. Walter's neighbors par- 


ticipate in the classes, but "most come 


from all over," she said. 


The Rolling Meadows center 'was the 


site of a recent retreat by Yoga instruc- 
tors who spent three days and nights in 
advanced meditation with Swami Rama. 


"You know," said Mrs. Walter, "be- 


fore yoga I was a typical housewife . . . 
drinking coffee, smoking all kinds of

But today the 40-year-old mother of 


three doesn't smoke or drink and says 
she seldom gossips. In fact, she doesn't 
even sleep much anymore. 


A yoga teacher herself, she meditates 


thre» times a day and says with the me- 
ditation "you need less sleep. I cut my 
sleep down to five hours or less a day." 


When she tells the story of how yoga 


has changed her life, there is a smile on 
her face. "It has given me peace of 
mind." she said.

bureau of the Illinois Consumer Fraud

Operated by Joseph F. Greco, an attor- 


ney who resides in the village, the bu- 
reau occupies whatever available space 
exists in the Great Hall each Saturday. 


However, soon village officials will 


provide permanent quarters for Greco 
and the bureau in Jennings House Youth 
Center, a building used until last month 
for park district offices and recreation 
space. 


The Schaumburg office handles com- 


plaints from an area bounded by Elgin 
on the west, Arlington Heights on the 
east and Glendale Heights on the south. 


Many complaints handled by the local 


bureau are of a seasonal nature, and in- 
volve problems with home improvement 
firms, landscapers and furnace repair 
and servicing operations, Greco reports. 


IN CONTRAST TO a number of other 


bureaus, Schaumburg's complaints con- 
sist primarily of problems involving 
large dollar items, which Greco de-

Schools) committee is any indication of 
passage, then I would have to say, that 
results should be favorable," he said. 
Novy is liaison between the board and 
the PASS committee which has organ- 
ized some 72 coffees to push the referen- 
dum In the district, 


Polls will be open from noon to 7 p.m. 


If the referendum is approved, the edu- 
cation fund tax rate would be increased 
to $2.06 per $100 assessed valuation. The 
tax would be levied in 1972. 


IF TOE REFERENDUM fails, a 1972- 


73 staffing plan eliminating six class- 
rooms plus 16 special teachers would be 
put into effect. The plan, called Revision 


1, would eliminate the foreign language 
program at Lincoln Junior High School 
and cut the band, typing, home econom- 
ics, and industrial arts programs in half. 
Revision I would also eliminate two 
learning disabilities teachers, and curtail 
the vocal music program. 


If the hike is approved, most of the 


cuts would be restored. However, Wz 
classrooms 
and six special teachers 


would still be eliminated. 


The last hike in the district's education 


fund was passed in 1968. At that time, 
voters approved an increase of 21 cents 
from $1.46 per $100 assessed valuation to 
the current $1.67 per assessed valuation.

River Trails 
Seeks Euclid, 
Wolf Annex 


River Trails Park District and School 


Dist. 26 officials have indicated they will 
petition to have Mount Prospect annex 
32.3 acres of school and park property 
near the corner of Euclid and Wolf roads 
sometime in April. 


Marvin Weiss, park director, said if 


the annexation is approved it would 
mean all River Trails park facilities 
would have the same fee and police pro- 
tection with Mount Prospect. He said 98 
per cent of the park district residents are 
in the village. 


The 28.3 acres owned by the park dis- 


trict includes a swimming pool and sled 
hill. Currently it receives police protec- 
tion from Cook County and fire protec- 
tion from the Prospect Heights Fire De- 
partment. 


The River Trails Dist. 26 School Board 


voted unanimously Tuesday to join the 
park district in the annexation petition. 
The four acres owned by the district 
have been designated as a future school 
site. 


If the annexation is approved, all prop- 


erty owned by Dist. 26 also will be in the 
Village of Mount Prospect. 


"It will be easier to work with a single 


police and fire department if the annexa- 
tion goes through," Weiss said. 


"LAST SUMMER almost every play- 


ground we ran had a different com- 
bination of police and fire protection, and 
it was very confusing'," he said. 


He said there also was confusion 


recently between the Cook County Sher- 
iff's police and the Mount Prospect po- 
lice over which had jurisdiction over the 
park land in the proposed annexation. 


"We had some swimming pool loud 


speakers stolen recently, and we called 
the county for help," Weiss said. "The 
county police said they thought the pool 
was in Mount Prospect which ij^out of 
their jurisdiction, and Mount Prospect 
Police said the pool was in unincorpo- 
rated Cook county." 


The land which the park and school 


districts want in Mount Prospect is part 
of an incorporation petition filed by the 
Prospect Heights Improvement Associ- 
ation (PHIA) last March. 


Weiss said the annexation to Mount 


Prospect would mean nothing to the 
PHIA petition because no one lived on 
the land and it would not affect the con- 
tinuity of the proposed incorporation. 


Weiss said Prospect Heights would re- 


ceive no benefits from the 32.3 acres be- 
cause parks and schools dont pay taxes. 


"In many respects the annexation 


would save Prospect Heights money be- 
cause Mount Prospect would have to ser- 
vice the land." 


Jack Gilligan, chairman of the PHIA 


incorporation committee, agreed that an- 
nexation of the land to Mount Prospect 
would not affect the incorporation peti- 
tion. 


"THE ANNEXATION would not 


change the incorporation petition," Gilli- 
gan said. "If the incorporation is accept- 
ed, the annexation would be void." 


Bob Poltzer, PHIA president, said, "It 


doesn't make any difference if the whole 
area is annexed; if the incorporation pe- 
tition is approved, it will all revert back 
to Prospect Heights." 


Gilligan said he would have no objec- 


tion to disannexing the school and park 
property after the incorporation is ap- 
proved.

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'Future Referendums Not A Solution,' Says Ward 


Today the Herald ends * scries of In- 


terviews with five candidates for two 
posts on the Mount Prospect Dlst. 57 
School Board.

Michael Ward supports tomorrow's 39- 


cent tax hike referendum in Mount Pros- 
pect. But continued increases, he says, 
are not the answer to education's finan- 
cial dilemma. 


"I support the hike because I don't 


want to see our school programs de- 
crease. The referendum wiU help Dist. 57 
stay alive," he said. "But future referen- 
dums are not a solution. The solution is 
we have to find other sources of in- 
come." 


Ward believes Dlst. 57 officials should 


appeal to the state and federal govern- 
ments for more funds. "It would probably 
take about two years and maybe a large 
body of concerned board members in the 
Northwest suburbs, but we should start 
nosv," he said. 


The 33-year-old candidate feels the 


state and federal governments have 
enough funds to share with local school 
districts, Me said he would want the 
monies without losing local control. 


Poor management and planning by the 


current board and administration has led 
to the need for a tax hike, according to 
Ward. "We fell into an apathetic situ- 
ation because the district had enough 
money and didn't have to worry about it 
until recently," he said. 


POINTING TO WHAT he calls "past 


mistakes" of the board, Ward mentioned 
the "poor location" of Fairview, Busse 
and Gregory Schools and the addition to 
Lincoln Junior High School. 


"Those three schools are so close to- 


gether that they don't have the future 
potential to draw a continued number of 
students," he said. "And if we knew 
three years ago that enrollment was go- 
ing to decline, why did w< build the addi- 
tion to Lincoln to handle 1,000 students 
when it never will and never has." 


Ward also accuses the board of was- 


ting money by using experimental in- 
stead of proven programs and of "rub- 
b e r-stamping" all recommendations 
made by the superintendent. 


"The board should not be there to rub- 


ber-stamp recommendations by the su- 
perintendent and I think that's what 
they've been doing," he said. "The board 
should direct, instead of being directed. 
Now I think the administration is run- 
ning the show." 


If the referendum 
fails tomorrow, 


Ward thinks the district "is going to see 
a lot of qualified teachers leaving the 
district and be replaced by young teach- 
ers who cost fewer dollars. 


"The dollars just won't be available. 


The board will have to cut back other 
programs, drastically reduce classroom 
teachers and rent or lease part of school 


buildings," he said. "If I had to, I would 
knock out all the special teachers and 
keep schools open." 


IF ELECTED, Ward said be would in- 


volve knowledgeable members in the 
community in making decisions. "For 
example," he said, "when talking about 
a real estate or legal situation, we should 
call in a real estate agent or lawyer to 
contribute their time. That way the 
board could make intelligent decisions on 
technical subjects and save money by 
avoiding wrong decisions and expert's 
fees." 


Ward also would advocate long-range 


planning, if elected to the board. As an 
internal consultant for the Northern 
Trust Bank of Chicago, he feels he has 
had the experience needed for financial 
planning in a school district. 


A resident of the district for five years, 


Ward lives at 400 S. Main St. He has five 
children and a bachelor's degree in mar- 
keting from Marquette University.

Though mothers sometimes 
cringe 


when their sons are crushed against the 
retaining boards and thrown to the ice, 
hockey continues to attract boys because 
it's a fast, rugged sport. 


"I like ice hockey better than any oth- 


er game," said Mike Weber, whose Ar- 
lington Heights team has only won two 
out of 22 games. Mike also plays football, 
baseball and basketball. 


There are currently 223 boys partici- 


pating in the Arlington Heights Minor 
League Hockey Association. That's 70 
more than last year and nearly 200 more 
than two years ago. Prior to this 
year, the association was an Arlington 
Heights Jaycee League. 


"I like checking guys the most," said 


Scott Whittinghill who played with the 
Jaycee league since its inception three 
years ago, and is now on an association 
team. Scoring goals, is Scott's second fa- 
vorite part of the game. 


Checking means using your body to 


stop an opponent, and sometimes in- 
cludes trapping an opponent against the 
boards, which serve as sidelines. 


"We don't encourage the boys to hurt 


each other. We like to see good, clean 
checking," said Scott's coach, Bill Mor- 
gan. "Hockey is an aggressive game, 
and our best players are aggressive 
boys." 


Extensive padding, including helmets, 


keeps hockey injuries to a minimum. 


Though mothers sometimes close their 


eyes to miss a "good clean deck" on 
their son, parent participation in the Ar- 
lington Heights hockey program is nearly 
as good as their son's participation. 


Because of the scarcity of good ice, 


both indoor and outdoor, in the area, 
practices are often scheduled for early 
morning hours. The players say they 
don't mind, and parents seem to accept 
the odd hours. 


"We had a 5 a.m. practice a few weeks 


ago at the Rolling Meadows Sports Com- 
plex, and out of 17 boys, 15 or 16 parents 
were present," Morgan said.

Work Is Slated

When parents sign their sons up to 


play, they automatically become a mem- 
ber of the association. They elect the 
four-man board of directors, as well as 
the president, vice president, secretary, 
and treasurer at one of the two yearly 
meetings. 


Team sponsors, who contribute $275 to 


pay for the team jerseys and socks for 
their first year of sponsorship, and $150 
for each additional year for repairs and 
replacements, are also members of the 
association. Though they contribute more 
money than individual parents, they 
have no special power. 


"Sponsors have no control over the as- 


sociation. They have the same power as 
any parent member," Clark said. 


Coaches and managers are responsible 


for the actual hockey playing ability of 
the boss. Coaches are directly respon- 
sible for developing playing ability, and 


managers look after equipment and 
scheduling.

Poison cases are easy to spot in the 


emergency room of Northwest Commu- 
nity Hospital. For the most part, poison 
cases include a hysterical mother and a 
relatively calm child who recently swal- 
lowed too many aspirins. 


"For the mother, it's a matter of pan- 


ic," said Mrs. Donna Whitaker, a nurse 
in the Arlington Heights hospital's emer- 
gency room. "The children don't realize 
the significance of what they did." 


Though President Nixon and Governor 


Ogilvie have proclaimed this week "Poi- 
son Prevention Week," the flow of poison 
patients at Northwest Community Hospi- 
tal has been steady, according to hospital 
personnel. 


LAST YEAR 249 childdren from birth 


to four years old were treated in the 
emergency room for a swallowed, toxic 
substance. This age group amounted to 
over half of the total oral poison cases. 


Among common poisons are lighter 


fluid, perfume, detergents, and pills, es- 
pecially aspirins. There hasn't been a 
food poisoning case in nearly a year. In 
the, emergency room, the swallowed sub- 
stance is identified and treated. Most 
patients are discharged. 


"A short hospital stay is required if the 


substance swallowed is caustic 
like 


ammonia, bleach or chlorine," said Jack 
Ryon, hospital spokesman. 


Deaths from swallowed poisons are 


few and far between, once the patient 
comes to the hospital for treatment. 
There were no such deaths last year, ac- 
cording to Ryon, 


While only about 40 poison cases come 


to the hospital each month, over 60 calls 
requesting poison treatment are handled 
by the hospital staff monthly. 


"We have charts and books that list 


most poisons along with their treat- 
ment," Mrs. Whitaker said. "Parents 
treat their children if the poisoning is not 
too severe." 


THE 13 AND UP age group, which rep- 


resents over 48 per cent of the poison 
cases, reacts to ingested poison much 
differently than preschoolers. 


"Most of the older people realize how 


serious poisoning can be," Mrs. Whitaker 


said. "They are usually brought to the 
hospits? crying or emotionally upset."

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City Expected 
To Hike Parking 
Violation Fines 


The Des Plaines City Council April 3 is 


expected to boost parking fines from 50 
cents to $1 for violations at one-hour me- 
ters and from $2 to $2.50 at 10-hour com- 
muter parking meters. 


The council is also expected to make 


all non-metered parking illegal on al- 
most alt downtown and near-downtown 
streets, and to make the minimum meter 
payment a nickel, instead of a penny. 


The parking changes are aimed at 


boosting fine revenues to help repay an 
$82S.coo parking revenue bond issue for 
construction of three downtown parking 
lots and renovation of a fourth lot, ac- 
cording to City Clerk Eleanor Rohrbach. 


Another change to raise revenue — in- 


creasing the 5 cents per hour rate to 10 
cents per hour — is now being planned, 
Mrs. Rohrbach said. • 


The city also hopes to discourage park- 


ing violations and overly-long use of 
spaces by increasing the fines, according 
to City Atty. Robert DiLeonardi. 


AT PRESENT, a violator at a one-hour 


meter receives a yellow envelope cita- 
tion, which carries a penalty of 50 cents, 
if the fine is paid within 7 days. After 7 
days, the fine is increased to $3. 


If the city meter maid comes back an 


hour later to a car which has already 
been cited with a 50-cent ticket, she will 
remove the 50-cent ticket and write a $3 
ticket. 


The proposed change would boost a 


fine for violation at a one-hour meter to 
SI. For failure to pay this ticket within 10 
days, the fine would be increased to 
three dollars. 


For the 10-hour commuter parking 


spaces, near Chicago and North Western 
Rsvy. stations in Des Plaines, the fine 
now for a violation is $2.50. This amount 
would be raised to $6, with the fine in- 
creasing to $10 after 10 days. 


Non-metered parking would end along 


18 downtown and near downtown parking 
lots, according to Mrs. Rohrbach.

March 7 to sue the state board, but de- 
layed instructing their attorneys to file 
until after Board Pres. Milton Falkoff 
met with state board members at their 
March 10 meeting in Chicago. 


State officials all but rejected Falkoff's 


plea for a conciliation meeting between 
Oakton and State board members in the 
campus controversy, saying they would 
take "under advisement" his request. 


FILED MONDAY by Oakton Atty. Jo- 


seph Murphy, the lawsuit asks the Cook 
County Circuit Court to invalidate the 
state board's rejection of a 105-acre site 
adjacent to Maryhill Cemetery in Niles 
for Oakton's permanent campus. 


The state board approved the site Nov. 


12 and reaffirmed its support Dec. 10. 
However, at its Feb. 11 meeting, the 
board withdrew its approval and ordered 
Oakton to find a new site. State board 
m e m b e r s accused Oakton of mis- 


informing them about community opposi- 
tion to use of the land for a junior college 
campus and of withholding information

What Bus 
Line Failure 
Would Mean 


If the financially-troubled United Motor 


Coach Co. discontinues service, Maine 
Township taxpayers would have to pay 
an estimated $208,416 more a year to bus 
high school students. 


In a new survey presented last week to 


Des Plaines officials, High School Dist. 
207 estimated that the cost of setting up 
a new bus service to the average taxpay- 
er, whose home is assessed at $12,000, 
would be an additional $3.06 a year. 


However, the survey also indicated 


that at present, Maine Township parents 
pay $81 in bus fare each year for each of 
their high school-age children. 


IN A LETTER from Dist. 207 Supt. 


Richard Short to Mayor Herbert Behrel. 
cost estimates indicated that as many as 
5,800 students might need the bus ser- 
vice, at an average cost per pupil of $110. 
Total cost is estimated at $638,000 a year. 


Short states that the school district 


would not be required by law to provide 
bus service. But if it were decided that a 
service is needed to transport the nearly 
6,000 students who live beyond a mile- 
and-a-half from the four township high 
schools, the state would allow the district 
to impose a .03 per cent tax. 


This tax would provide about $208,500, 


and the state would pay the rest of the 
cost of the bus service. Higher taxes 
would not fce needed until the total cost 
of the service exceeds $1 million, the sur- 
vey indicates. 


At present, 2,200 students use United 


Motor Coach for transportation to school, 
the survey states. 


"Students buy a 10-ride student ticket 


at $2.25 each. Such transportation then at 
22Vfe cents per ride or 45 cents per day 
costs the parents of the 2,200 students 
being transported, $178,200 per year," 
the survey said. 


The survey states that if no bus service 


were provided, the number of students 
driving to school would increase, making 
an estimated $85,000 expansion of present 
parking facilities necessary. 


UNITED MOTOR Coach officials have 


told the high school district that the com- 
pany could provide bus service on a con- 
tract basis, if the company ceases to op- 
erate a public bus service. 


United Motor Coach officials offered in 


January to Hell the company to the city 
for about ?1 million, including buses, 
buildings and land in Des Plaines. 


The city council's finance committee is 


now negotiating with the Chicago con- 
sulting firm of Ernst and Ernst, for a 
study to determine whether public own- 
ership and operation of the company is 
economically feasible.

Area Lakes Stocked With Trout 


At least 2,500 rainbow trout, averaging 


a half-pound each, were stocked this 
week into Belleau and Axehead lakes in 
the Des Plaines area of the Cook County 
Forest Preserve District. 


Bclleau is in eastern Des Plaines be- 


tween Dempster street and Busse High- 
way. Axehead is south of Touhy Avenue 
between River Road and the Des Plaines 
River. 


State of Illinois Conservation Depart- 


ment personnel hauled the 5,000 fish to 
Axehead and Bclleau from the federal 
fish hatchery at LaCrosse, Wis. The dis- 


trict fish biologist said these two lakes 
are particularly suitable for rainbow 
trout because of physical and chemical 
properties that enable the trout to thrive 
all year around. For example, both lakes 
contain sufficient dissolved oxygen in 
temperatures essential for the continued 
growth of this species of fish. 


The district arranges for restocking of 


Belleau and Axehead every spring. How- 
ever, each year some of these trout es- 
cape the anglers and keep on growing. In 
the past, two to three-pound trout have 
been taken from the two lakes, with 
some rainbows even heavier. 


State Supreme Court 
Cuts Down No-Fault Plan 


by LEA TONKIN 


The Illinois Insurance Industry was in- 


volved in a head-on collision with the 
State Supreme Court on Monday. The 
victim in this Incident is the state's 
fledgling no-fault insurance program in- 
augurated Jan. 1 of this year. 


Reaction from local insurance agents 


ranged from confusion to downright dis- 
gust. At the Robert L. Hollinger Inc., 
agency in Palatine the insurance min- 
ager's only remark was "shock." 


"I think it's stupid." said Stan Vos- 


burgh, a Des Plaines-based State Farm 
Insurance agent, when asked for com- 
ment on the Supreme Court decision. The 
state high court upheld the Dec. 29,1971, 
decision by Cook County Circuit Court 
Judge Daniel Covelli in which the no- 
fault plan was declared unconstitutional 
on the grounds that It discriminates 
against the poor. "Our customers were 
recently given a dividend based on lower 
costs, and this will probably be elimi- 
nated if the no fault plan is not in use," 
Vosbui'gh said. Most of his customers 
tike the no-fault plan because it gives 
them added coverage at the same rates 
and faster settlement of claims he added. 


NOKBERT SCHMAUS, owner of the 


Norb Schmaus and Assoc. agency in Buf- 
falo Grove, said he is "disturbed" the 
state's modified no-fault plan was de- 
c l a r e d 
unconstitutional. Making a 


changeover to no-fault was time con- 
suming and expensive he said, adding he 
wouldn't "want to go through those con- 
tortions all over agen." 


Low income wage earners will suffer if 


the state returns to the former (tort) sys- 
tem, said Jan Behrens of the Behrens 
Insurance Agency in Arlington Heights. 
"If they need the money right away they 
might settle for a smaller claim rather 
than having to wait five years in court," 
he said. 


The five million auto insurance policy- 


holders in Illinois are all affected by the 
court's ruling. Thomas Reynolds, execu- 
tive of the Illinois Insurance Information 
Committee said the conversion will leave 
liability policies as they were prior to 
Jan. 1. The organization represents the 
250 auto insurance firms doing business 
in the state.

make statutory changes to correct the 
constitutional flaws pointed out by the 
High Court so modified no-fault insur- 
ance can again be made available to the 
people of this state.'1 he said.

in Chicago today by its chairman Paul C.

awaiting the full opinion of the Supreme 
Court to be handed down according to 
Thomas F. Conneely, assistant chief dep- 


uty director. "If only minor corrections 
are necessary we will recommend appro- 
priate legislation," he said. "If the deci- 
sion rests on a major constitutional ques- 
tion it will be appealed to the U.S. Su- 
preme Court and an adverse decision 
there could invalidate similar no-fault 
and modified plans in other states."

Mayor Tells Top Priority 
Plans In Annual Report 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Because of 


.-loarlng food prices, the cost of living 
rose one-half of 1 per cent in February — 
sharpest one-month rise since last sum- 
mer, the Labor Department said today. 


The 0.5 per cent increase in the Con- 


sumer Price Index, which measures re- 
tail prices across the nation, was the 
same when based on actual prices and 
after adjustment for seasonal variations. 


Food prices registered the greatest 


one-month jump in 14 years, 1.7 per cent 
when seasonally adjusted, with meat 
prices accounting for nearly three- 
fourths of it. But fresh fruit and vege- 
table prices also were up sharply, 


Not since March, 1958, had there been 


a larger one-month jump. Food prices 
that month soared 1.9 per cent. 


The over-all food price index includes 


both groceries and restaurant meals. The 
increase in prices at the supermarket 
level alone was even greater — 1.9 per 
cent in February. This also was a 14- 
month high. 


The 0.5 per cent rise in the over-all 


index was the biggest one month jump, 
on both a seasonally adjusted and unad- 
justed basis, since last June. That was 
two months before President Nixon im- 
posed a 90-day freeze on wages and 
prices. 


The report was likely to fuel a growing 


debate within and outside the govern- 
ment on food prices. 


Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Butz has 


defended recent farm price increases — 
particularly for meat — while consumer 
and labor critics of the administration's 
economic control program say something 
should be done to stop the spiral.

and North Western Rwy. outbelt tracks 
and either Algonquin Road or Oakton 
Street. 


The annual report, which is required 


by state law, reviewed 1971 city govern- 
ment activities and indicated to alder- 
men the "projects that'will receive all of 
our attention during 1972." 


On the proposed 129-unit senior citi- 


zen apartment building at Lee Street and 
Ashland Avenue, Behrel said, "We contin- 
ue our efforts on the project for the hous- 
ing for the elderly and we now have a so- 
called 
"Development Program" pre- 


pared and approved by the Cook County 
Housing Authority, submitted and in the 
hands of the federal authorities. 


"MOMENTARILY, we are awaiting 


word, and hopefully approval by (the 
U.S. Department of Housing and Urban 
Development). . . which would mean the 
Cook County Housing Authority would 
have the funding necessary to start on 
the elderly housing project," the mayor 
said. 


Behrel noted that the city created its 


own mass transit district last year to 
channel aid to the United Motor Coach 
company which is in "financial dis- 
tress." He said a study on the company 
should be completed soon by Harper Col- 
lege in Palatine. 


The city of Des Plaines is now nego- 


tiating with a Chicago consulting firm for 
a financial feasibility study to indicate 
whether the city should purchase the bus 
company. 


In the annual report, Behrel indicated 


a regional mass transit district should be 
formed. He has said creation of this type 
of district would be the best solution to 
Motor Coach problems, although the city 
may have to purchase the company to 
prevent it from ending service. 


"THE 
DOWNTOWN redevelopment 


program continues to move ahead at a 
brisk pace," Behrel said. The city has

recently approved sale of $825,000 in rev- 
enue bonds to finance construction of 
three new downtown parking lots. Also 
financed by the bond issue will be im- 
provements to a fourth lot to provide 
adequate parking for new retail stores, 
including a $12 million enclosed shopping 
mall and a 12-story office building — 
railroad depot. 


As for Bie new city hall, Behrel said 


"It appears now the consensus of opinion 
is that this building can be feasibly

nancing of an eight-story city hall build- 
ing, which would include three or tour 
floors for the city government and four 
or more floors for privately owned and 
managed offices. 


Behrel recently announced that no 


funds will be available this year to the 
Illinois Division of Waterways for dredg- 
ing or widening Willow-Higgins Creek. 
The mayor has said he will contract 
state legislators to push for funds for this 
project. 


THE MAYOR also notes that the pro- 


posed comprehensive city plan is being 
studied by city committees and will be 
the subject for public hearings this year. 


He predicts the city's plastic garbage 


bag project may add one more route to 
the several routes now being serviced by 
the city.

The report of the Joint Study Com- 


mittee on Low-Moderate Income Housing 
is both a blueprint for action and an out- 
line of policy. 


It presents a collecton of statistical 


facts, definitions, educated opinions and 
conclusions as well as two different pro- 
posals for action. 


A majority resolution, endorsed by six 


of the seven committee members, calls 
on the Village Board of Trustees to rec- 
ognize a need for SO units of low-income 
and ISO to 230 units of moderate-income 
housing in Arlington Heights. 


A minority opinion, drafted by com- 


mittee member Dave Patterson, sug- 
gests initiation of a considerably smaller 
"pilot project" of IS to 25 units of moder- 
ate-income housing. 


Both resolutions encourage the trustees 


to create a looM housing commission 
that, in cooperation with the Flan Cora- 
mission, vvonld oversee the development 
of lotv and moderate-income housing in 
Arlington Heights. 


The majority and minority reports fur- 


ther agree on the need to increase pres- 
sure on the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD) and the Cook 
County Housing Authority to approve the 
120 units of housing for the elderly which 
the village applied for nearly two years 
ago 


A SlCtNlPlCANT difference between 


the two statements is Patterson's insist- 
ence that a local housing code be enacted 
prior to any commitment by the village 
to low-moderate income housing. 


He also recommends the establishment 


of a "Social Service Department" that 
would be responsible for assisting low- 
moderate income families in the commu- 
nity 


In dissenting from the majority opin- 


ion which affirms the need for a limited 
number of moderate-income housing 
units Patterson charges that "the con- 
clusions and recommendations 
of the 


committee are in conflict with much of 
the testimony and information presented 
during the hearings and meetings. 


"The committee report ignores the fact 


that the present programs for subsidized 
low-moderate income housing have been 
massive failures, that there is no major 
program which is appliacble to the com- 
munity such as Arlingtn Heights and that 
a commitment for a major project must 
also be a commitment for additional pro- 
grams to aid and assist low-moderate in- 
come families in the proposed projects." 


The study committee in its majority 


report recognizes that its resolution con- 
stitutes a major change for Arlington 
Heights and it outlines five essential 
planning principles. 


It recommends adherence to scattered 


housing sites that are located close to 
transportation, shopping, schools, parks 
and other community services. 


THE IMPORTANCE of project mainte- 


nance is stressed "in order to assure that 
the development and surrounding area 
property values are not impacted. The 
report recommends that the development 
of maintenance standards be one of the 
duties of the housing commission. 


Along with maintenance, the report 


cites the need for professional manage- 
ment of low-moderate income housing 
developments Again, the local housing 
commission would bear responsibility for 
developing management standards and 
seeing that they are enforced. 


Another planning consideration set 


forth in the majority report is the neces- 
sity of heightened communication along 
all parties Involved in a low-moderate in- 
come project. 


Patterson takes issue with three of the 


five considerations calling them "mean- 
ingless window-dressing." 


He states that the testimony of devel- 


opers indicates they must build 150 to 200 
units on a site to realize the best cconom-

Shaping the minority report is the opin- 


ion that history has shown subsidized 
housing developments to be social and 
econmic disasters 


Instead of 150 to 250 units of moder- 


ate income housing recommended in the 
majority report, Patterson suggests a to- 
tal of 15 to 25 units be planned as a pilot 
program 


THE MAJORITY resolution presents 


four housing goals for the Village of Ar- 
lington Heights. 


—To promote adequate housing for all 


of the community's people. 


—To create and/or maintain sound, vi- 


able neighborhoods in the process of 
housing those people 


—To meet the needs for housing by in- 


creasing the number of housing units for 
low and moderate-income families and 
individuals 


—To expand housing opportunities for 


all members of this community. 


The problem now before the Village 


Board is not just acceptance of these 
generalized objectives but a decision on 
the best means to realize them.

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Outlook Bright For The 'Golden Corridor9 


Northwest Cook County will continue to 


pace population and economic growth in 
the Chicago metropolitan area according 
to Continental Bank experts. 


The bank hosted a business outlook 


seminar held last week in Schaumburg. 
Charles Willson, vice president of Conti- 
nental's area development division, said 
this "Golden Corridor" is the fastest 
growing sector in the Chicago area. 


Wilson said this "golden corridor," 


some 230 square miles stretching from 
the Tri-State Tollway to the McHenry- 
Lake county line extended, bordered by 
Lake county on the North and DuPagc 
county on the south, has witnessed a 
"true population explosion since 1950." 
He said the area has grown more than 
600 per cent •— from 54.000 to 387,000 per- 
sons — in the past 20 years." 


Wilson also said that of the 14 met- 


ropolitan areas charted by the bank's 
Area Development division, northwest 
Cook had the largest absolute population 


rise in the 1960s, with an increase of 
207,000. Arlington Hieghts was the Chi- 
cago metropolitan area's fastest-growing 
community in the 1960s with a rise of 
37,000 in population, Wilson said. 


A wide selection of housing is avail- 


able, including the most expensive in the 
Chicago area said Willson. Harrington 
Hills, rated by Pierre DeVise as the 
most affluent community in metropolitan 
Chicago, ranks first in median home val- 
ue ($82,000 per unit) and first in per- 
centage of homes valued at over $50,000 
(86 per cent). 


The bank president cited several "eco- 


nomic generators" responsible for North- 
west Cook County growth: 


—0'IIarc Airport employs about 22,000 


persons with an annual payroll of $220 
million, Willson said. It has displaced the 
Loop's tram stations as the focal point of 
metropolitan and cross-country travel, 
Willson noted.

Grove Village was cited as the fastest 
growing district of its kind in the U.S. 


—The intersection of Northwest Toll- 


way and Rt. 53 (new Rt. 61) has spawned 
numerous office developments, industrial 
centers and the Woodfield Mall shopping 
center. 


• —Chicago's loop continues to be an 
economic generator for "Golden Corri- 
dor" communities whose residents com- 
mute to the central business district to 
earn their livings according to Willson. 


He said the area has asserted econom- 


ic leadership in recent years. Northwest 
Cook County lists five of the top seven 
communities in which at least $25 million 
was invested in new residential, com- 
mercial and non-heavy industrial con- 
struction during the years 1968-1970. 
Schaumburg led all Chicago metropolitan 
communities with investments in excess 
of $200 million. More than $750 million 


was invested in new construction in 
Northwest Cook county during these 
three years. 


Northwest Cook also has emerged as a 


major industrial employer, Willson said 
In the 1960s, nine communities added 
more than 400 plants to the area. Cur- 
rently, Elk Grove Village ranks 10th in 
the metropolitan area as an industrial 
employer, with 16,500 persons, while Des 
Plaines follows with 15,600. 


Richard 
S. Peterson, Continental's 


chief economist, commented on construc- 
tion. He said "housing activity is not 
likely to be restricted by any financial 
problems durng 1972. A substantial sup- 
ply off unds in the mortgage market has 
been made available in the last year, 
and this should continue. 


"Monetary policy is actively engaged 


in stimulating the credit markets. Al- 
though ther may be some upward trend 


in interest rates generally, it is not likely 
to be sufficient to draw funds from the 
mortgage market as was the case in 1969 
and early 1970," Peterson continued. 


The Continental economist cautioned 


about the posible oversupply of new hous- 
ing in the residential market. "With rela- 
tively easy ability to gain financing, 
builders throughout the United States 
have pushed new housing starts to record 
high levels," he said. 


"While this rise in housing starts has 


been needed due to the low levels of 
housing during periods of tight money, 
there are signs of over-building in some 
areas and in some types of housing," he 
said. "At the current time, the level of 
activity in the Chicago area does not ap- 
pear to be outrunning political potential 
demands. Nonetheless, it is a definite 
possibility if this rate would continue," 


he concluded.

Single-Family Permits Rise 56% 


Permits for single-family homes in the 


Chicago metropolitan area rose S6 per 
cent in January, 1972 over the corre- 
sponding month of last year, according 
to the Bell Federal Savings Survey of 
New Building. 


The reported number of apartment 


units, however, declined 45 per cent from 
January, 1971. Leading in the number of 
new apartment units for the month, Buf- 
falo Grove reported 90 permits. 


According to the Survey, a total of 


1,821 new housing units were recorded in 
January, 1972, a decrease of 14% from 
the 2,115 tallied for January, 1971. The 
survey reported a total of 1,015 single 
family homes in January of this year 
while the same month last year reported 


only 651. Multiple units decreased from 
1,464 in January last year to 806 this 
year. 


Single family homes improved 36 per 


cent in Chicago (from 78 to 106) and 82 
per cent in the suburbs (from 425 to 773). 
An 8 per cent decline was reported in the 
unincorporated areas (from 148 to 136). 


The City of Chicago was the only one 


reporting an increase in multi-family 
construction rising to 218 from only 189 
last year, an increase of 15 per cent. Sub- 
urban apartment permits declined 55 per 
cent (from 256 to 134) and the unincorpo- 
rated areas had 134 permits in January, 
1972 while 256 were recorded in the same 
month of 1971.

Seeks Euclid. 
Wolf Annex 


River Trails Park District and School 


Dist. 26 officials have indicated they will 
petition to have Mount Prwpect annex 
32.3 acres of school and park property 
near the corner of Euclid and Wolf roads 
sometime in April. 


Marvin Weiss, park director, said if 


the annexation is approved it would 
mean all River Trails park facilities 
would have the same fire and police pro- 
tection with Mount Prospect. He said 98 
per cent of the park district residents are 
in the village. 


The 28.3 acres owned by the park dis- 


trict includes a swimming pool and sled 
hill. Currently it receives police protec- 
tion from Cook County and fire protec- 
tion from the Prospect Heights Fire De- 
partment. 


The River Trails Dist. 26 School Board 


voted unanimousljrTuesday to join the 
park district in the annexation petition. 
The four acres owned by the district 
have been designated as a future school 
site. 


If the annexation is approved, all prop- 


erty owned by Dist. 26 also will be in the 
Village of Mount Prospect. 


"It will be easier to work with a single 


police and fire department if the annexa- 
tion goes through," Weiss said. 


"LAST SUMMER almost every play- 


ground we ran had a different com- 
bination of police and fire protection, and 
it was very confusing," he said. 


He said there also was confusion 


recently between the Cook County Sher- 
iff's police and the Mount Prospect po- 
lice over which had jurisdiction over the 
park land in the proposed annexation. 


"We had some swimming pool loud 


speakers stolen recently, and we called 
the county for help," Weiss said. "The 
county police said they thought the pool 
was in Mount Prospect which was out of 
their jurisdiction, and Mount Prospect 
Police said the pool was in unincorpo- 
rated Cook county." 


The land which the park and school 


districts want in Mount Prospect is part 
of an incorporation petition filed by the 
Prospect Heights Improvement Associ- 
ation (PHIA) last March. 


Weiss said the annexation to Mount 


Prospect would mean nothing to the 
PHIA petition because no one lived on 
the land and it would not affect the con- 
tinuity of the proposed incorporation. 


Weiss said Prospect Heights would re- 


ceive no benefits from the 32.3 acres he- 
cause parks and schools dont pay taxes. 


"In many respects the annexation 


would save Prospect Heights money be- 
cause Mount Prospect would have to ser- 
vice the land." 


Jack Gilligan, chairman of the PHIA 


incorporation committee, agreed that an- 
nexation of the land to Mount Prospect 
would not affect the incorporation peti- 
tion.

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Chicago Magnet Wire 
Agreement Is Official 


Chicago Magnet Wire Corp. of Elk 


Grove Village agreed officially Wednes- 
day to install pollution control equipment 
on its plant at a cost of more than 
$250,000. 


The company, the state, and the vil- 


lage agreed to a court-enforced stipula- 
tion in Cook County Circuit Court requir- 
ing the installation of the equipment by 
Oct. 15,1972. 


Under terms of the stipulation, which 


was announced by the village board of 
trustees last week, the company will pay 
the full cost for the equipment, which 
will be tested by the state's technical ex- 
perts to insure that it will be satisfac- 
tory. 


Pollution control officials have said the 


equipment will eliminate 95 per cent of 
the odor emitted by the plant, at 901 
Chase Ave. 


IF THE EQUIPMENT is not satisfac- 


tory, according to a spokesman for the 
attorney general's office, the state will 
press its prosecution of the company un- 
der the Environmental Protection Act 


and Air Pollution Control Act. 


Successful prosecution of the case 


against the company could result in a 
fine of $10,000 for each violation and 
$1,000 per day under the Environmental 
Protection Act and of $5,000 and $200 a 
day the Air Pollution Control Act, the 
spokesman said. 


The company is given the right in the 


stipulation to request an extension of the 
Oct. 15 time limit "for good cause." 


The dispute over the odor emitted by 


Chicago Magnet Wire has been going on 
for at least eight years. Last year the 
villgc and attorney general's office filed 
suit against the company. The company 
later filed a countersuit asking for $2 
million in damages and charging the En- 
vironmental Protection Act was uncon- 
stitutional. 


The plant manufactures baked coating 


magnetic wire and other fixtures. It has 
been the object of complaints from resi- 
dents of Arlington Heights, Mount Pros- 
pect and Des Plaines, as well as Elk 
Grove Village.

Few Musicians 
Make Big Money 


(Second in a Scries.) 
by JOYCE GABRIEL 


NEW YORK - Record producer Don 


Kirschtter has a suite of opulently fur- 
nished offices on a high floor of a Man- 
hattan skyscraper He is a partner in an 
entertainment company with Howard 
Mmsky. producer of the blockbuster 
movie moneymaker. "Love Story." 


Kirschner himself has discovered such 


recording talents as Bobby Darin, Carole 
King and Neil Diamond. He thinks he 
will continue to do so1 "The most suc- 
cessful people in this business will al- 
ways have work, even In this economy," 
Kirsehner said. 


True enough. For example, take Bobby 


Rosengarden. conductor of the Dick Cav- 
ett Show band. Hosengarden has a fixed 
income with the Cavett band and all the 
extra jobs he ne«ds — when he has time 
for them, He doesn't like to tour any 
more — and doesn't have to. 


DOC SEVERINSEN. head 
of The 


Tonight Show band, is another example. 
Severinsen, in addition to his Carson 
Show duties, has a nightclub act of his 
own and all the bookings he wants. 


Society bandleader-pianist and music 


contractor Peter Duehin smiles happily 
when business is mentioned. Overall, 
things are bad in the industry and he is 
concerned about them. But Duchin still 
books more than 1.500 private parties 
and society galas a year. They keep his 
piano tuned. 


The biggest of the symphony orches- 


tras, such as the New York Philharmon- 
ic, still /et sellout crowds at their per- 
formances. 


But what about the other musicians? 


Many of them, none of whom are hacks, 
look at the music picture gloomily. 


A STAFF MUSICIAN at one of the net- 


works, who asked that his name not be 
mentioned, said: "A lot of guys are feel- 
ing the squeeze. Some are making $4,000 
or $5,000 less than they were two or three 
years ago. I've been with this show three 
years. At the beginning, there were plen- 
ty of extra jobs where you could pick up 
a few dollars. Now look at it. Very little 
advertising commercial business. Broad- 
way is terrible, motion pictures you can 
forget. 


"It's tough for us. And I'm not talking 


about hacks I was with Tommy Dorsey's 
band for years. One of the new guys on 


staff is a top musician who would never 
have taken a staff job two years ago He 
was always busy with free lance — and 
making a lot of money at it. Now he 
doesn't get enough jobs " 


JACK HOLLAND, a trumpeter who 


has played with the American Sym- 
phony, has done conceits and taught with 
Pablo Casals, and who now divides his 
time between writing and producing TV 
commercials and playing third trumpet 
in Broadway's "Fiddler on the Roof," 
also feels the pinch 


"Musicians," said Holland, "have been 


screaming about bad business ever since 
I came to New York 19 years ago Musi- 
cians can still make a very good living in 
the business But in the past few years, 
the number of musicians getting steady 
work and making good money has de- 
creased " 


According to Holland, whether a muv- 


cian works or not depends, to a large 
extent, on the friends and associates he 
does or doesn't have in the business. 
Many jobs, says Holland, are heaid of by 
word of mouth A musician is hired for a 
job on recommendation. 


THE DAYS OF the union hit ing hall, 


where musicians sat around and waited 
for work to be assigned, are over. Now a 
musician seeking work calls a music con- 
tractor or a friend. And these days, even 
when a friend calls, it is hard to find him 
work. 


"If a top guy is getting only enough 


jobs for himself," Bobby Rosengarden 
said, "he certainly doesn't have any to 
pass along to friends " 


Most 
musicians hope things will 


change in the industry, but they don't 
know how or when or why they should. 
Certainly, a healthier economy in gener- 
al would help the music industry And 
Rosengarden suggests that perhaps union 
leadership is not being as responsive to 
the total membership as it could be with 
its rates and regulations 


ONE THING musicians agree on: 


Whatever changes do come about, the in- 
dustry will never be the same as it was 
10 or 20 years ago, when big bands, 
nightclubs and plentiful recording dates 
made it a sellers' market in the industry. 


They know, too, that high hopes for the 


future don't create jobs or money in the 
present.

Times A-Changing: Are 


We Ready To Dance Again?

Dance, dance, dance — There's a new 


dance out. Bet you haven't heard that in 
awhile. No one seems to dance anymore, 
at least not like they did In the '60s. 


Those were the days when records 


were made to be danced to. Of course, it 
was before the '60s when Danny and the 
Juniors started the dance, the Hop, with 
their 1058 song, "At the Hop." And 
people were dancing the Slop, the Mash- 
ed Potatoes and the Bristol Stomp for a 
long time But it wasn't until the big one, 
The Twist came out that songs brought 
dance" with them. 


When Chubby Checker recorded "The 


Twist," written and sung by Hank Bat- 
lard back in 1955, it became the biggest 
dance craze of the world. The year was 
1961 and The Twist was the "in" thing 
for the jet-setters as well as young 
people. 


IN' '02 IT WAS still "The Twist" on top 


of the charts, with Joey Dee's "Pepper- 
ment Twist" running a close second The 
Isley Brothers were banging out "Twist 
and Shout." and Sam Cook was "Twist- 
ing the Night Away" and Gary U.S. 
Bonds was singing about "Dear Lady 
Twl?t " All in '62. Little Eve tried her 
own thing with "The Locomotion" that 
year, and Bobby (Boris) Pickett and the 
Crvpt Kickers had "The Monster Mash." 
Both had some success, but couldn't take 
the place of The Twist. As far as selling 
records went, if it had "twist" in it, it 
made the charts. 


With Chubby Checker still rocking with 


his success in 1963, he came out with 
"Pony Time" and then "Limbo Rock" 
keeping everyone dancing. The Dovells 
expressed the dancing mood with their 
hit. "You Can't Sit Down," and no one 
did at the night spots. 


The next year, 1964, the Beatles had 


replaced Chubby Checker on the charts 
with four hits, "I Want to Hold Your 


Chubby 
Checker 


Hand," "She Loves You," "Love Me Do" 
and "A Hard Day's Night." From then 
on the dance era was on its way out. 


IN '65 AND '68 with the Rolling Stones' 


"Satisfaction" there was a mild dance 
craze called The Jerk and the song, 
"Cook Jerk" by the Capitols to go with 
it. But the song "Keep on Dancing," by 
the Gentrys, came out when people were 
just starting to sit down and listen. 


The change came in 1964 and Bob Dy- 


lan helped with his song, "The Times 
They Are A-Changing." It was the start 
of a folk-rock that just wasn't danced to. 
It would have been sacrilegious to have 
danced to one of Dylan's songs at the 
time. Simon and Garfunkle maintained 
the folksy mood with "The Sounds of Si- 
lence." 


Since then, songs just haven't come out 


as new dances . . . at least until now. A 
group called The Niteliters has a single 
out called "Afro Strut" from their al- 
bum, "Instrumental Direction " And just 
like in the early '60s, the song title is the 
name of a dance. The Afro Strut will be 
demonstrated to TV audiences during 
March and April on the Soul Train Show. 
And who can say whether we're again 
ready to start dancing?

I'm not saying it's wrong, but ma- 
terial success is placed higher in this 
country than artistic talent.

"I TRY TO get as little sleep as pos- 


sible," he laughed "It's great though, 
because I'm doing what I want to do, and 
doing what you like gives you so much 
added energy " 


Roger Baron is another young hopeful 


who's never been deterred from, a theat- 
rical career. It's always been the only 
thing he has ever considered And, he 
gave it a whirl at quite an early age 


He entertained family and friends as a 


child, and at the age most tads started 
taking music lessons, Roger asked to be 
enrolled in acting. His parents granted 
his request 


Shortly after Roger did begin acting 


classes, his dramatic coach informed his 


family that Roger could be making extra 
money by performing professionally in 
television commercials, radio work and 
even a few stage plays where a child 
actor was needed.

a study about it Chicago audiences are 
the best They react more and are hon- 
est In Los Angeles people tend to laugh 
only at the more kooky things In Boston 
they're very reserved, and in cities like 
Indianapolis and Des Moines, the au- 
diences tend to gasp when they hear a 
swear word spoken on stage. 


"You know people are always com- 


menting on the actors," Roger continued, 
"But do they realize that actors are al- 
ways commenting about the audiences'" 


When Roger finished the run with 


"Forty Carats," he went to New York 
for about four months before heading off 
to Europe for another three. It was 
something he had always wanted to do

Liza Remembers Mama

NEW YORK (UPI) - Liza Mmelli, 


once reflecting on the tumultuous life of 
her mother, the late Judy Garland, said 
that "she had the best life. She got it 
all" 


"When she was happy there was no 


me like her," Miss Mmelli told me. "She 
was never bored. She was always at the 
pinnacle . .. happy, she was at the peak 
Depressed, she would be way down. 


"I think that when Mama decided 


she'd done everything, she just stopped 
Just stopped. I'm sure though that in 
heaven she's shaking hell out of the 
place " 


Miss Mmelli thought for a moment and 


then paid a rare tribute to a mother — 
"She raised three level-headed kids " 


Miss Minelli's reflections on Judy Gar- 


land's abbreviated life (she died at 47) 
were spoken one afternoon as we sat in 


the Mmelli hotel suite while she was fill- 
ing a supper club engagement. 


THEY CAME BACK with ful' force lat- 


er for two reasons For one, Liza, then 
already well on her way, now promises 
to develop into a show business phenome- 
non like her mother when you consider 
the rare notices she got in her new mov- 
ie, "Cabaret" 


For another, there's just published a 


book about Miss Garland, written by her 
fifth husband, Mickey Deans, musician 
and filmmaker. He was with her when 
she died June 21, 1969, in their London 
Home The official

death from an "incautious" dose of bar- 
biturates 
Deans, with novelist Ann 


Pmchot as co-author, traces a soft and 
compassionate reprise of Miss Garland's 
life in "Weep No More, My Lady" (Haw- 
thorn) 


Miss Mmelli has made no comment on 


the Deans book, her New York represen- 
tatives told me The elfin actress, who 
greatly resembles her mother, is taking 
a rest break in California, gearing for a 
t''evision special. 


"SHE'S LIKE HER mother, she has 


this great affinity for performing for an 
audience," her representative said 


Miss Mmelli, recalling her upbringing, 


said, "My parents wanted me to do what

HOLLYWOOD —(NBA) —Last season

for audiences. The audiences are awful 
nowadays — they just won't be moved 
emotionally and they won't laugh until 
some critic says they should I go to

counter are very old and very, very neg- 
lected. Is there any way to clean the 
mortar between the tiles? —Rhea Black. 


For some time, mortar between tiles 


on kitchen counters has been sealed im- 
mediately after installation so as to keep 
the original color. So get some sealer 
from a tile place to have on hand, ready 
to put on, after you get the mortar 
cleaned. The remedies that follow were 
used by readers for the grout (mortar) 
in bathroom tile. 


One used a strong solution of water 


and washing soda; another, a household 
cleaner that contained ammonia; a third, 
a solution of 3 tbsp. bleach to a quart of 
warm water (letting it stand a few min- 
utes before rinsing), and the fourth, a 
solution of dishwasher detergent with hot 
water. All used toothbrushes to scrub; all 
rinsed carefully, then dried. Most impor- 
tant, all reported using care that the so- 
lution did not splatter into the eyes, Rub- 
ber gloves wouldn't be amiss, either. 
Good luck.

calm child who recently swallowed too 
many aspirins.

Prof Leads Parley 


Sheldon Kirshner, assistant professor 


of psychology at Oakton College, recently 
led an Informal conference for dormitory 
counselors and administrative staff at 
Northwestern University. Evanston, to 
aid them in understanding and dealing 
with suicidal crisis among dormitory stu- 
dents. 


Kirshner was formerly with the train- 


ing program on suicidology of the Na- 
tional Institute of Mental Health in Wash- 
ington, D.C. 


"For the mother, it's a matter of pan- 


ic," said Mrs. Donna Whitaker, a nurse 
in the Arlington Heights hospital's emer- 
gency room. "The children don't realize 
the significance of what they did." 


Though President Nixon and Governor 


Ogilvie have proclaimed this week "Poi- 
son Prevention Week," the flow of poison 
patients at Northwest Community Hospi- 
tal has been steady, according to hospital 
personnel. 


LAST YEAR 249 children from birth to 


four years old were treated in the emer- 
gency room for a swallowed, toxic sub- 
stance. This age group amounted to over 
half 01 the total oral poison cases. 


Among common poisons are lighter 


fluid, perfume, detergents, and pills, es- 
pecially aspirins. There hasn't been a 
food poisoning case in nearly a year. In 
the emergency room, the swallowed sub- 
stance is identified and treated. Most 
patients are discharged. 


"A short hospital stay is required if the 


substance swallowed is caustic like am- 
monia, bleach or chlorine," said Jack 
Ryon, hospital spokesmn. 


Deaths from swallowed poisons are 


few and far between, once the patient 
comes to the hospital for treatment. 
There were no such deaths last year, ac- 


cording to Ryon. 


While only about 40 poison cases come 


to the hospital each month, over S8 calls 
requesting poison treatment are handled 
by the hospital staff monthly. 


"We have charts and books that list 


most poisons along with their treat- 
ment," Mrs. Whitaker said. "Parents 
treat their children if the poisoning is not 
too severe." 


THE 13 AND UP age group, which rep- 


resents over 48 per cent of the poison 
cases, reacts to ingested poison much 
differently than preschoolers. 


"Most of the older people realize how 


serious poisoning can be," Mrs. Whitaker 
said "They are usually brought to the 
hospital crying or emotionally upset." 


ACCORDING TO Ryon, the motivation 


of poison-takers over 30 are very diverse. 


"Who can tell if a person takes a pill 


for a thrill, then gets sick as a side ef- 
fect, or whether a person who takes too 
many pills is attempting suicide or seek- 
ing sympathy," Ryan said. 


Though swallowing toxic substances is 


the most common form of poisoning, poi- 
sons can also be injected, inhaled or 
touched. During the summer, injected 
poisons become more frequent in the 
form of insect bites.

Sport Is Losing Too Many Fans 
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Re-Evaluation Needed In Area Basketball 


THE PERSON HAS probably yet to be 


born who loves the game of basketball 
more than Gaston Freeman. 


Freeman, the head cage coach at 


Maine West, has devoted more than a 
quarter of a century to the game as a 
player and a coach. His credentials as a 
coach speak for themselves — 461 vic- 
tories. 


Now. one would hardly figure that a 


man who has spent so much time and 
energy into a sport would speak out 
against the game. But Freeman does. 
And he has his reasons. 


"Basketball on all level!) must re-eval- 


uate itself." he said. "The sport needs to 
give itself a close examination, 


"What basketball people fail to real- 


ize, especially in this area, is that bas- 
ketball is no longer the kingpin of winter 
sports. 


"We have to compete for spectators 


with wrestling and gymnastics and now 
swimming is starting to draw. 


"Now. I'm not against wrestling, gym- 


nasties and swimming. There is plenty of 
interest in each of these sports and they 
deserve their spectators, too. 


"What has happened," Freeman con- 


tinued, "is that basketball has lost its 
(.ins on the high school level In this area. 
Some of these fans have turned to the 
other winter sports. But, there are many 
others who do not attend any sports 
event. I'm talking about the people who 
were genuine basketball fans, who had 
no other interests. We've lost the die- 
hard basketball fan," 


The facts and figures certainly stand 


behind Freeman. 


Attendances at most games were 


drastically small. It would be fair to esti- 
mate that at 15 per cent of all the high 
school basketball games in the area, the 
gymnasiums' capacities (usually 2,000 to 
3.000) were not even half filled at any 
game during the season. 


At one game at the Niles North Holi- 


day Tournament, there were 48 (forty- 
eight!) spectators in attendance. 


"We have to get the basketball fan 


back Into the gymnasium," Freeman 
said, "And the only way to do this Is to 
present a better product." 


According to Freeman, one way to im- 


prove the package would be to alter offi- 
ciating philosophies somewhat. 


"The officials have taken over the 


game," the Warrior coach said. "There 
have been games in recent years that 
have been nothing more than free throw 
shooting contests." 


Freeman believes in the officiating phi- 


losophy of "no harm, no foul," some- 
what like the NBA. 


"The officials are calling the game too 


close," he said. "I believe that if a (oul 
gains an advantage, such as bumping un- 
der the boards (or rebounding positioning 
or bumping a shooter, then a foul should 
be called. But. the accidental (outs, the 
(outs which do not affect anything, 
should not be called." 


Not only do harmless fouls produce a 


free throw shooting contest, according to 
Freeman, they also drastically change 
the complexion of the game. 


"When I was at Streater, I traveled to 


Champaign to see a boy 1 especially 
wanted to see," he said. "He was having 
a real good year and I wanted to see him 
for myself. I'd bet there were others 


there that night for the same reason. 


"So, what happens, the boy gets four 


fouls called on him in the first quarter 
and two of them weren't even worth call- 
ing. The coach had to pull him out of the 
game and the fans missed seeing what 
they particularly came to see." 


Freeman feels that basketball lost a 


few fans that night — and many, many 
other nights in which the star attraction 
was so thoroughly watched by the offi- 
cials that he barely played half the game 
due to fouls. 


All of the better big players in the area 


— Mark Bondeson, Tom Spicer, Doug 
Myers, Andy Pancratz, Dave Corzine, 
Roger Wood — were, at one time or an-, 
other, forced to play timid basketball to 
avoid fouling out. 


"People make special trips to see the 


top players," Freeman said. "But, if the 
player is called for so many little fouls 
and has to oither sit on the bench in foul 
trouble or play timid on the court, the 
fans are getting cheated, They're not get- 
ting their money's worth.'1 


Another way to bring the fans back 


would be to improve basketball's overall 
entertainment package, 
o "Basketball people are going to have 
to (ace up to the (act that we arc com- 
peting (or the entertainment dollar," 
Freeman said. "Since there are so many 
different forms of entertainment in this 
area, we have to compete with them and 
make our attraction worthwhile to sec." 


One way would be to make a basket- 


ball night more of a spectacle, more of a 
show — supplying more enjoyable enter- 
tainment. Somehow this show must gain 
the enthusiasm of the spectators. 


The school band can play a vital role 


in gaining enthusiasm from the stands. 
All it has to do is supply a few rousing 
numbers — school song, famous march- 
es, Sweet Georgia Brown, a couple of 
contemporary rock numbers and all that. 


Better, snappier warmup drills before 


the game — behind the back passes, be- 
tween the legs dribbles, crisp weaving 
patterns and warmup plays, etc. — can 
bring a crowd to life. 


A good halftime show always'keeps the 


crowd buzzing. 


Surely, someone is going to bring up 


the incident at the University of Min- 


nesota when the Gophers played Ohio 
State a couple of months ago. There are 
those who say that the prc-game shinani- 
gans brought the crowd to a frenzy and 
overcnthusiasm helped bring on an ugly 
incident. 


Hogwash, 
The incident at Minnesota involved the 


players and no more than two or three 
spectators. Mostly, the crowd was there 
to enjoy themselves at a basketball 
game, not sit at ringside of a brawl. 


And, if spectators do not enjoy them- 


selves, they certainly will not be back 
next week. 


Finally, the best way to pack the gym- 


nasiums is to present better quality dur- 
ing the games themselves. 


The basic reason why gymnastics and 


wrestling have grown in popularity is the 


ALL CHICAGO AREA.

4Lippy' Doesn't Need Mouthpiece

SCQTTSDALE, Ariz. - (NBA) - He 


wus knocking grounders to the infield, 
hat off to let the sun bake his ample 
scalp. The lines in the face are deep- 
ening; the neck is eroding into rivulets 
of wrinkles. But chemistry has turned 
the hair to a younger brown and the eyes 
and tight mouth still register vigor. 


Leo (Llppy) Durocher, in his 68th year, 


wasn't supposed to be talking. The Chi- 
cago Cubs had hired Hank Aguirre with 
the pontifical title of Information and 
Services Coach to convey the brash lead- 
er's views to the public. 


Oh yeah? 
"What the bleep?" barked Leo to one 


approaching timorously. "I'm easy to 
talk to. They made a big bleepin' thing 
at the winter meetings about me using 
Aguirre as a liaison man. That's a lot of 
bleep. Bleep it. Here I am." 


So one wanted to know If, with the suc- 


cess of Roger Kahn's "Boys of Summer"

had read it or had any writing pre- 
tensions. 


"My good friend Bennett Cerf had it 


all set up. A big 'one' on top (trans- 
lation: $100,000 in advance money).

Only if this is done, will basketball

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Search For Mental Health 
Attitudes 
On Sex Are 
Changing 


(This is a weekly column, presented by

know it for its programs in psychiatric 
treatment, research, education and com- 
munity service.) 


"We've had a revolution of rising ex- 


pectations in sox." said a scientific-medi- 
cal historian. "The woman who felt that 
sex was dirty now has daughters who 
don't feel this way. 


"The attitudes, expectations and feel- 


ings about sex are changing rapidly," 
said Edward Breeher, author of "The 
Sex Researchers and An Analysis of Hu- 
man Sexual Response." 


Breeher started writing about sex for 


the media in the early 1950s when the 
Kinsey Report was published. 


"Before that just two topics about sex 


were accepted for mass publication: 
c h i 1 d-bearing and parent-child rela- 
tionships. Everything else written was on 
the periphery of sex subjects — just in 
the past few years the doors opened." 


A C C 0 B D I N G TO Breeher, psy- 


chiatrists as well as the mass media 
have lagged behind the public's demand 
to be told information on how it is — like 
it is "and young people feel much, of 
what they have been told about sex is 
false so they feel a vacuum. 


"Many scientific advances in sex are 


kept from the public just because they 
are sexual. The first example is con- 
traception. We have repressed universal 
knowledge of birth control so much that 
just 20 years ago in this country a girl 
with a college degree knew less about 
birth control than a Polynesian maiden." 


Breeher cited abortion and the pre- 


vention of venereal disease as two other 
areas where scientific advancement has 
been suppressed. 


"Techniques for the prevention of ven- 


ereal disease have been known since the 
18th Century but we don't talk about 
them. Our schools and our educational 
system are dedicated to keeping young 
people ignorant of ways to eradicate this 
disease — which has now reached end- 
emic proportions in the United States." 


Breeher thinks that the Scandinavian 


countries are a generation ahead of us in 
their sexual beliefs and behavior. 


"It could be because they never lost 


their rural influence while we have suc- 
cumbed to urban taboos. But we're 
changing too and in another 20 or 30 
years we'll be at the same stage the 
Scandinavian countries are now." 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I am a man 80 


years of age and have hardening of the 
arteries in my neck. This is causing diz- 
zy and fainting spells. My doctor is giv- 
ing me circulation medicine, but he said 
this will not give me much relief and the 
only thing that may cure me is an oper- 
ation, cutting this artery and cleaning it 
or placing a tube in the artery. 


He said at my age this operation had a 


50-50 chance of being fatal. Without any 
operation I could have a stroke. Is there 
any medicine that will remove this cho- 
lesterol block from my artery without an 
operation? 


Dear Reader — I wish it were possible 


to give people like you a medicine that 
would dissolve the blockage in their ar- 
teries, but it isn't. This is a good ex- 
ample of why prevention is so much bet- 
ter than the cure. The problem is that 
sometimes neither works. 


Your doctor has been very honest with 


you and hasn't given you any false hopes 
about the operation. There are two oper- 
ations used for these problems. In one 
procedure the blockage is bored out. In 
the other a tube graft is connected above 
and below the blockage to act as a de- 
tour around the block for blood flow. The 
latter method usually is less risky. After 
the first method a stroke often occurs 
after surgery, but some do benefit from 
the operation. 


Before either procedure is done it is 


necessary to be sure that the rest of the 
circulation to the brain is O.K. There are

four main arteries that send blood to the 
brain, two in the front of the neck (right 
and left side) and two along the spine. 
These all connect together in a ring un- 
der the brain. Thus if the blood flowing 
through some of the other arteries is suf- 
ficient, disease in one artery may not 
cause trouble. 


If there is a lot of blockage in the ar- 


teries within the brain itself then correct- 
ing a blockage downstream in the neck 
will not help much. I wish I could give, 
you a hopeful answer but the truth is 
that life sometimes gives us hard choices 
and you have one. Your best help in fac- 
ing such a decision is your doctor.

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County Collects 332,000 Pounds Of Waste Glass 
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Six waste glass collection centers, op- 


erated by the Cook County Forest Pre- 
serve District, have gathered nearly 
332,000 pounds of jars and bottles for re- 
cycling into new glass materials since 
June, 1971. 


At a penny a pound or one-half-cent a 


container, the district has enabled par- 
ticipating organizations to raise $3,320 
for conservation activities during this pe- 
riod. 


George-W. Dunne, president of the dis- 


trict's board of commissioners, initiated 
the project with the cooperation of 
A.M.K. Division of Kerr Glass Manufac- 
turing Corp., near Plainfield, 111., and 
Anchor Hocking Corp., Gurnee, 111. 


"Personally, I am very pleased with 


our collection centers," said Dunne. 
"They have made a definite contribution 
to recycling efforts and demonstrate the 
effective work possible between private 
and public groups. Undoubtedly, this 
type of conservation activity also bene- 
fits the ecological education of youth or- 
ganizations taking part." 


Two years and nine months ago, River 


Trail Nature Center, Northbrook, be- 
came the first of the district's waste 
glass collection points, through help from 
local scouts. During this time, River 
Trail has sent 350,000 pounds of waste 
glass to Anchor Hocking Corp. for recycl- 
ing. In June, 1971, the district named 
three more collection centers: Indian 
Boundary Division HQ, Salt Creek Divi- 
sion HQ, and North Branch Division HQ. 


Recently, the district assigned collec- 


tion duties to its Camp Sullivan and to

Schaumburg Consumer Fraud Office Earns Its Keep 


by PAT GERLACH 


In two years a steady flow of com- 


plaints lias turned Schaumburg's local 
bureau of the Illinois Consumer Fraud 
Division into one of the few self-sustain- 
ing suburban offices of its type. 


Operated by Joseph F. Greco, an attor- 


ney who resides in the village, the bu- 
reau occupies whatever available space 
exists in the Great Hall each Saturday. 


However, soon village officials will 


provide permanent quarters for Greco 
and the bureau in Jennings House Youth 
Center, a building used until last month 
for park district offices and recreation 
space. 


The Schaumburg office handles com- 


plaints from an area bounded by Elgin 
on the west, Arlington Heights on the 
east and Glendale Heights on the south, 


Many complaints handled by the local 


bureau are of a seasonal nature, and in- 
volve problems with home improvement 
firms, landscapers and furnace repair 
and servicing operations, Greco reports. 


IN CONTRAST TO a number of other 


bureaus, Schaumburg's complaints con- 
sist primarily of problems involving 
large dollar items, which Greco de- 
scribes as costing $300 and over. A sim- 
ilar office has operated at 901 Wellington 
Ave., Elk Grove Village since Aug. 1970. 


Furniture purchases and auto warran- 


ty and guarantee difficulties are exam- 
ples of consumer problems frequently 
brought to Greco's attention. 


He pointed out, however, that automo- 


bile problems handled locally involve 
new vehicles in contrast to the greater 
number of used car cases processed by 
city bureaus. 


Since its opening in February 1970, 


Schaumburg's consumer fraud office has 
been involved in one criminal in- 
vestigation and a subsequent conviction. 


That case involved a carpet salesman 


w h o , according 
to Greco, 
"bilked 


Schaumburg residents of $1,400." 


THE SALESMAN was apprehended in 


Will County, where he was serving sen- 
tence and placed on probation afler he 
agreed to repay local customers. 


A portion of the money was paid back 


to Schaumburg residents before 
the 


salesman apparently "skipped" to anoth- 
er state, Greco said. 


Greco became associated with the Illi- 


nois Consumer Fraud Division while 
completing his senior year in law school, 
and at that time handled Northwest sub- 
urban complaints. 


Later, when he moved to Schaumburg, 


divisional representatives suggested the 
village as an ideal place in which to lo- 
cate a satellite office. 


HE SAID THAT Mayor Robert 0. At- 


cher and Police Chief Martin J. Conroy 
were both instrumental in and enthusias- 
tic about formation of the local bureau. 


"I came in here with nothing but my 


briefcase and have relied largely on the 
generosity of the village officials and po- 
lice department for providing space, per- 
mitting me to use their copying machine 
and a very great amount of general sup- 
port," Greco said. 


While Greco volunteers his time each 


Saturday from 10 a.m. until the weekly 


flow of personal or written complaints 
are handled, he receives $2 hourly reim- 
bursement from the division. 


"This just about pays my postage ex- 


penses and for the paper and copying 
materials belonging to the village,'' he 
noted. 


Greco emphasized that both he and his 


wife, who is the only assistant he has in 
the local office, are eager and enthusias- 
tic about speaking before civic and 
church groups.

Buck Warren, 'The O'Hare Poet/ Sets His Sights High 


A MILLION DOLLAR IDEA is what Buck Warren says 
he's got. The O'Hare poet, as he calls himself, is trying 


to make it big with his poetry, and he feels prosperity is 
just around the corner. 
• 


Buck Warren still dreams of making it 


big as a poet. 


On a shelf in his home, between his 


dictionary and his thesaurus, is a book 
called "How to Think Like a Millionaire 
and Get Rich." 
. And visions of contracts with big name 
publishers, appearances on network talk 
shows, global tours and financial inde- 
pendence dance like sugar plums in Buck 
Warren's head. 


Two years ago some people — though 


not very many — began hearing about 
Warren. He was a 29-year-old mechanic 
for United Air Lines who also wrote 
poems for pilots, stewardesses and other 
friends. He called himself "the O'Hare 
poet," and wrote things like: "O'Hare 
your runways are the home of the pilots 
that in the sky forever roam . . ." 


Today he is still a United mechanic. 


And he still writes verse in his spare 
time. And the lines are pretty much like 
they used to be. And now he bills himself 
as the O'Hare poet, or as United Air 
Lines resident poet, or, unblushingly, as 
Illinois' resident poet. 


But now he says he also has a million 


dollar idea. 


What he wants to be is an ex-mechanic 


who writes poetry full-time and makes a 
lot of money doing it. Which begs the 
question: how does one get rich writing 
poetry? 


Warren has a two-word answer, which 


is not really an answer, but an illustra- 
tion: Rod McKuen. 


McKuen is, of course, the Californian 


who has sold millions of books of sad- 
love-hurt-lonely poetry that, some critics 
have unkindly ventured, has the con- 
sistency of silly putty. 


HE IS A RICH man because his work 


played the right tunes on the collective 
heart strings of American teenybopper- 
dom. 


But Warren is quick to point out that 


though 
he likes McKuen's work, he 


doesn't copy it. What he would like to 
copy is McKuen's success. 


In essence, the key to that success, the 


million dollar idea, as Warren sees it, is 
to a), write things people want to read, 
and b). get it to them. 


The first part of the magic formula, 


Warren feels, he's already got down. 


"My poetry is simple. It's something 


an eighth grader can understand. Some 
poetry is difficult, the average working 
man or housewife can't understand it. I 
want to take poetry to the average per- 
son who doesn't have much to say about 
his views. I'm an average person my- 
self." 


WHICH BRINGS up phase two of the 


magic formula: get the average poetry 
to the average person. That's what War- 
ren is working on now. 


In the last two years he has traveled 


from Colorado to Michigan and has read 
his poetry to 170,000 high school students, 
he estimates. He has appeared on local 
television in Chicago and other cities. His 
scrapbooks are filled with stories about 
him that have appeared in newspapers 
ranging from the Chicago Tribune to the 
Bloomfield (Colo.) Star. 


He has read his poetry at old-peoples' 


homos and on airplanes. (United Air 
Lines has paid for a lot of his traveling.) 
He has just completed an album called 
"O'Hare International" and wants to sell 


it to United for them to use as a promo- 
tional gimmick. 


ALL THIS IS great, but the million dol- 


lar idea is yet to come to fruition. War- 
ren has this poem called ••O'Hare." and 
he has a feeling that the City of Chicago 
is going to designate it the official 
O'Hare poem and put it on a plaque at 
the airport with Buck Warren's name on 
it. 


If that happens, Warren says, he's just
